Avert War With Spain. 


There Is Little Talk of Indemnity Now, Patriotism Sweeping 


Away the Sophistry That Money Can 
Pay for Treachery.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The talk with which the air is filled to-night to the 
effect that a declaration of war is imminent, can be characterized as, to say the least, 
premature. It can be confidently asserted that Congress will not declare war upon 
any declaration of Spanish treachery which may be made by a survivor of the ill- 
fated Maine. But it can be confidently asserted that should the formal step of the 
Naval Board of Inquiry bear out fully the informal communications from its mem- 


bers which have reached Washington, war will be declared as surely as the sun rises. 

The evidence now here shows that THE MAINE WAS ORDERED TO 
CHANGE HER ANCHORAGE AND THAT SHE WAS THEN PLACED DI- 
RECTLY OVER A SUBMARINE MINE BY ORDER OF THE HIGHEST 
NAVAL AUTHORITIES IN HAVANA. 

Should this evidence be borne out by the evidence now being.taken before the 
Board of Inquiry, very little time need be lost in trying to ascertain the name or the 
‘rank of the particular miscreant who touched off the mine: 

There is great anxiety here to learn of the movement of the Spanish squadron 
which, according to official advices received here to-day, sailed from Spain on Thurs- 
day night. The opinion is growing here that Spain courts a war with the United 
States rather than face the inevitable disaster which awaits her in Cuba, and the con- 
sequent revolution at home. 

It is stated that the Pelaya, which is the only up to date, first class battleship 
which the Spaniards possess afloat at the present, did not sail with the squadron, ow- 
ing to some important defects in her boilers recently discovered. 

It is generally believed here that this fleet has war orders, and that within ten 
days rather than await the ignominious revelation of the crime to our common 


‘humanity which was practiced upon the Maine, war will be declared in Madrid, 


There is very little talk of an indemnity for the Maine now. Like the accident 
theorists, and the professional peace talkers, those who cherished this idea realize 
the rise in the popular tide which has swept away all the webs and meshes of a heart- 
less and unpatriotic sophistry. 

MEET WAR WITH WAR THE ONLY RECOURSE. 

The opinion of all who will exert any influence upon the course the Govern- 
ment should pursue now is that when the blowing up of the Maine be ascertained to 
have taken place in accordancg with the facts up to the present received, it must be 
regarded as an act of war, a peculiarly dastardly or Spanish act of wallate, and that 
the only recourse left to the Government of the United States will be to meet war 
with war. 

The hucksters who talk to- day of pensions for the widows and orphans out of 
the Spanish treasury and wooden legs and arms for the maimed survivors out of the 
private purses of Her Majesty, the Queen Regent, will be surprised at the quickness 
and the unanimity with which Congress will pronounce for the only course com- 
patible with the retention of our dignity as a nation and our self respect as a people. 

The conviction is growing that the President fully appreciates the situation, and 
that when the decisive moment comes he will not listen one moment to those who 
would drive a bargain over a mourning nation's gallant dead. 

There is much information in the air as to the further steps in the scheme of na- 
tional defense which are being carefully and speedily carried out. Some of this is 
certain, and much of it is not. The highest authorities here, however, deprecate the 
publication of these facts at the present juncture. 

The Spanish Minister, Senor DuBose, has to-day confirmed the statement which 
the Minister of the Spanish Navy, Admiral Terry, authorized the Post-Dispatch, to 
the effect that, so far as the authorities in Madrid are aware, the harbor of Havana 


was not mined. 
Steps for coast defense have been taken. 


I have seen to-day Gen. Miles and Assistant Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Roose- 
velt, Senator Cushman Davis, Chairman of the Foreign Relations Committee of the 
Senate and the majority of the members of the House Committee on Foreign Affairs. 
By all these gentlemen the gravity of the situation is appreciated and by no one ol 
them is it exaggerated. 

They authorized me to state that the necessary steps for the defense of our coast 
have been taken and that the co-ordinate branches of the Government are working 
harmoniously in preparations which are dictated by an appreciation of the crisis which 
is upon us. 

Senator Davis stated that the attitude of the President towards Congress at this 
juncture was warmly appreciated, and in his opinion was characterized by the great- 
est wisdom in that every scrap of information received by the Executive up to to- 
day had been immediately placed before the proper committees of Congress. In his 


Jong experience upon the Foreign Relations Committee, he did not remember the 
“Senate and the President working towards a common end in such complete accord, 


and with such an intelligent understanding of the situation as at present prevails.

the population. They hate Americans, despise our Government and insult at every opportunity the 
citizens of the United States now here. They are only awaiting an opportunity and leaders to begin 
an attack on the United States Consulate and indiscriminate warfare on all who may look to Consul 
General Lee for protection. 

Gen. Blanco knows of the danger and would prevent an attack if he could, but he is powerless. 
His commands would not be obeyed by his army. They sympathize with volunteers and could not 
be induced to fire on people of their own blood. They, too, believe that they could soon bring the 
United States to terms in the event of war. 

THE SPANISH SAILORS ARE THE ONLY HOPE OF PROTECTION. 

The only forces that could be depended on to protect foreigners in case of riots are those of 
the navy and the local police. The men of the navy will obey officers. They have knocked around 
the world enough to know that they will have a strong foe to compete with and are not nearly s6 
ignorant as ordinary land people. Their officers are fine men and have trained their crews to such 
a degree of éfficiency that their orders will be obeyed. The local police is an efficient body, but 
small in numbers. They would do what they could, but that is little enough. 

Much uneasiness is manifested at the news that the American fleet at Key West is being aug- 
mented by ships that have been at other ports. It is known here that the Texas, Nashville, Marble- 
head, Montgomery and Detroit are either in Key West port or on the way there. The Brooklyn Is 
supposed to be due there soon. fhe idea is beginning to be quietly expressed by the Spanish‘officers 
that the outlook is suspicious. When I explained to them that the arrangements were made before 


found it necessary to send a fleet to cruise ingthese waters and that until the Maine came here no 
American war vessel-had-been in the Havana harbor. ae dai 
HAVANA CAN MAKE NO DEFENSE AGAINST ATTACK. 

Havana can make no defense against an attack. There is only one modern battery of any 
strength. Guns are mounted on ordinary seacoast carriages in exposed positions. Rapid firing guns 
on a modern cruiser or warship could drive men from the land battery as soon as they got within 
range. It is said that there is not enough ammunition available to serve this battery through one 
action, Then, too, the Spaniards have no expert gunners nor artillery men. 

It is not likely their battery could disable any one of our ships before she could get her small 
caliber rapid fire battery at work. Assuming that not a shot had been fired from her rifles. The 
Amerigan navy gunners are the best marksmen and one ship could stand off at sea and reduce their 
one battery. : 

It is almost idle to discuss the possibility of such action, for if Admiral Sicard were to demand 
the surrender of Havana it would probably capitulate at once or he could if desired establish 
a blockade of the port and starve the city into subjection in a week. 

The publication in American papers that the volunteers are employes of merchants and that 
their officers are junior partners and sons of merchants is not true. The assumption is that mer- 
chants from self-interest would not permit outbreak on the part of the volunteers, riots and pro 
ably killing of Americans. As there are said to be 30,000 volunteers, it is obvious that, most of them 
cannot be engaged in mercantile pursuits that would be ruined by war with the United States. The 
rank and file of the volunteers are recruited from among the laboring classes, dray drivers and the 
like. The most ignorant and bigoted class of men on earth, absolutely without any reasoning pow- 
ers, firm in the belief that Spain has only to declare war with the United States to find the Ameri- 
cans cringing and sueing for peace. 

Immediately after the Maine disaster the population of Havana was quiet and more decent in 
treatment of Americans. When the Fern, Bache and Mangrove entered the harbor they looked on 
in astonishment. They had said: “fhe Maine is gone; there is what is left of the great American 
fleet we have heard so much. about,” and ridicule of the United States was again rampant, and in- 
Sults again prevail. They spit upon the ground when Americans go by. 

MORE WARSHIPS SHOULD HAVE BEEN. SENT TO HAVANA, 

It would seem that the Administration made a mistake in not ordering several of the war 
fleet to cruise in sight of Moro Castle. This action might have insenced the Spanish Government, but 
it would have had a salutary effect on the population of Havana. They sigh for the return of Gen. 
Weyler and say Gen, Blanco is an old woman. Admiration of Weyler is so strong that the name 
of O’Bispo street has been changed to Weyler. 

There are’ no provisions accumulated there and none to be had except such as is brought bv 
Spanish.' Matanzas is the only other port on the north coast of Cuba that amounts to much. It could 
be easily captured. With the downfall of Havana the island would soon be under subjection with- 
out more fighting. 
The news from Madrid is watched with feverish interest. The sailing of six torpedo boats 
from Cadiz brings encouragement and other preparations by Spain for war causes wild exultation. 
If the Spanish Government ever consents to even consider the purchase of Cuba for bonds guaran- 
teed by the United States the entire Spanish population of the island would rise.” It is still firmly 
of the belief that Spain will win the war against the revolutionists. 

Cubans are patiently conducting their usual methods of warfare, knowing that the climate 
will do more toward their success than active operations on their part. 

The usual stories of engagements come in every day, but get little attention on account of the 
interest in the Maine affair. 

Senator Redfield Proctor arrived on the Mascotte this morning, accompanied by Col. Parker 
of Washington. He denies that his visit has any connection with the situation. He will probably 
return North next Tuesday. He called on Gen. Lee to- -day. 

The bearing of Capt. Sigsbee wins the admiration of everybody and Chaplain Chidwick won 
the love of everybody who came in contact with him. His labors are without cessation. He has 
comforted the wounded, buried the dead and attended to the repulsive duty of identifying the al- 
most unrecognizable bodies as came to the surface without seemingly an hour’s rest. No man with 
less of physical strength and the impulse of holy duty behind him could have stood the strain.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Following are some of the opinions of Congreaeaiiia 
on the duty of the President to exact the freedom of Cuba instead of cash indemnity in 
case Spain is responsible for the destruction of the Maine given to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent: 

Representative Richard P. Bland of Missouri: “If it shall be officially proved 
that Spain is to blame for the loss of the Maine and her crew, the verdict of the 
American people will be for war, and there will be war. The talk of an indemnity un-. 
der such circumstances would be an insult to the American people. The lives of brave 
Amerfcan seamen can not be purchased with Spanish gold. It has been hinted that 


D-4 the Administration is already considering the question of indemnity. If this be true, 


the people of the country will repudiate the proposition and those who make it. A de- 
mand for the freedom of Cuba from Spanish oppression and misrule in place of an im- 
demnity would probably be resented by the Spanish Government. Even if it were 
the demand would be more dignified than one for indemnity and the compensation vd 
richer.

Senator James K. Jones of Arkansas: “If Spain should be shown not to be jet 
sponsible then that is the end of that question. If it should be shown that Spain is is 
any way responsible, then we should declare war and wipe Spain off the face of the 
earth.”

Senator Samuel Pascoe of Florida: “I have favored intervention for some monthy — 
Since the disaster to the Maine occurred I have felt that we ought to patiently wait 
for the development of facts. Whichever way the facts point I shall follow. If they 
warrant war, my voice and vote will be in favor of sustaining the national honor, 
War would mean the independence of Cuba.”

As he 
was most particular that it should be reproduced just as it was given he led the way 
to his study and dictated the following to the Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“While Mr. Cleveland absolutely declined to be interviewed on the subject, he 
emphatically expressed the opinion that this was ESPECIALLY A TIME FOR 
CALMNESS AND CONSERVATISM. 

“He said, in his judgment nothing could be more dangerous and reprehensible 
than sefisational statements constantly appearing in the press, based upon nothing 
better than mere gucsses and a desire to exhibit false ahd silly newspaper enterprise, 
so called.” | 

Mr. Cleveland then had the Post-Dispatch reporter réad over what he had dic- 
tated and said: “You be sure it goes into the paper just that way.” 

Above the Post-Dispatch gives the views of the only living Democratic ex-

Gen. Harrison, the only liying Republican ex-President, was asked by telegraph 
to write an article fer the Post-Dispatch on ‘The duty of the hour” in the present 
anxious period.

The slightest pretexts 
Were construed into heresies, and in the 
first year of its foundation in Seville, 298 
persons ,were burned alive end 79 con- 
demned to perpetual {mpr'isonment. 

In the first 140 years of its sway it depopu- 
lated the country by extermination and ban- 
ishment of more than three million people. 
In the 18 years of Torquemada’s sway in the 
Inquisition alone 114,000 victims succumbed 
, to its cruelties, pot less than eleven thousand 
being burned ative at the stake and 97,000 
being condemned to perpetual imprisonment 
and to the most maddening tortures, 

Under the rule of Charles V. of Spain the 
record of Spanish barbarities in the Nether- 
lands is a blot of blood on history. The first 
' characteristic act of his rule was to plant 
the inquisition in the Netherlands, and un- 
der this more than fifty thousand persons 
. suffered elther burning at the siake, behead- 
ing, torture or, in the ease of women, burial 


ve, 

On Feb, 16, 1568, Philip, through the holy 
office. issued an edict condemning to death 
all the inhabitants of the Netherlands. 
Millions of people were sentenced at one 
stroke to death. In squads of hundreds the 
victims were hurried to the stake and the 
Kallows, and to prevent their crying out 
upon the veople their tongues were birned 
out beforehand.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Secretary Gage thinks a few dollars and a sweet lit- 
tle apology are ample satisfaction for the loss of the Maine. Sad as it is, humiliating 
and surprising, there are others in the Cabinet who differ with him only in the amount 
of money that shall wipe out the infamy, if it be shown by the Court of Inquiry that 
the Maine was blown up by design. 

All members of the Cabinet secretly believe the Maine was blown up by design. 
Yet on the very best information obtainable in Washington, I state that Secretary 
Gage said at a Cabinet meeting within the last 24 hours that even should the com- 
plicity of the Spanish authorities in the blowing up of the Maitie be demonstrated be- 
yond the shadow of a doubt, he was unalterably opposed to going to war, simply for 
the sake of a ruined battleship and 300 sailors, who, after all, can not be brought to 
life again. 

“I am in favor of going slow,” said Secretary Gage, “‘and giving Spain the fullest 
opportunity to apologize.” 

Mr. Gary and Mr. Long are said to have agreed that the offense, if proved, must 
be regarded in a most serious light, and they urge the President to send to the Spanish 
Government a big bill, a whopping big bill, to teach the Spaniards that, while an 
American national vessel may be blown up, it is, after all, a costly amusement. 

No one is more loath to believe these utterances than I am. No one is more 
ashamed to chronicle them than I am, but these statements are reported by the best in- 
formed people here. 

They can be directly traced to members of the Cabinet, and it should be published 
that there are these who are not ashamed to voice the counsel of ignominy and 
shame, even in the shadow of the White House. 

The tone in both the Senate and the House, on the contrary, is excellent. Every 
step that the President has taken is warmly approved, and as the crisis approaches the 
President has the assurance of the fullest support and sympathy of those who are 
called upon to work iff harmony with him during the approaching crisis. 

The general situation is unchanged, and all the departments and branches of the 
Government are working vigorously upon the line of preparations. 

But the President upon this point, while he may not need it, is entitled to the 
support of his fellow citizens. A popular verdict is now in order upon the question 
whether the blowing up of the Maine under the circumstances can be paid for by dol. 
lars and cents. A full expression of opinion will @ertainly materially lighten the Pres- 
ident’s labors, and, perhaps for good and all, dishearten those who are secretly coun- 
selling to-night an unpatriotic course and a settlement of the question of the Maire 
wholly incompatible with national honor and self fespect.

So long ago as De Lome’s first term as Minister to the United States, it was dis- 
covered that he was in direct communication with a paid spy, whose trequent visits 
to the Legation were carefully cloaked. This gentleman is a fgmiliar figure on Wall 
street, and poses for a man of independent leisure, caring little for political questions, 
while active in the money market. He isa large fine looking man, with an easy grace 
and ready adaptability that bespeaks the finished wor Idling. His legal =a no one 
knows since his pcal address is not given in the Néw York directory under the name 
claimed, though it is understood that his pleasure is to locate wherever the re- 
quirements of his dangerous position may best conduce to his purpose.

LA CHAMPAGNE 


An Officer and Nine Seamen Sent for Assistance 


and Picked Up by 


the Rotterdam After 


Six Days of Hardship. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—The ship La 
Champagne is safe. The 342 pasengers she 


carries at last accounts were well, calm and 


hopeful. La Champagne is anchored help- 
less on the Newfoundland banks, 150 miles 
southeast of Newfoundiand. In a storm at 
6 o'clock on T’ebruary 17 she broke her 
6haft. Capt. Poirot anchored. 

La Champagne had taken the northern 
course from Havre to this port. As it was 
extremely unlikely that another’ vessel 
would sight her in her distress, Capt. Poirot 
6ent out Third Officer George Unsworth and 
mine sallors in a lifeboat to search for a 
steamer, 

These brave sailor men volunteered for 
the duty. They rowed through a storm and 
in bitter cold weather for six nights and 
days in a vain search, 

The Holland-American steamer Rotter- 
dam, Capt. Bunger, picked them up on 
Thursday, Feb. 24, atl p. m. And he picked 
them up just in time, for they were ex- 
hausted by their prolonged labor, by con- 
Stant bailing the boat and the hands and 
feet of most of them were frozen or frost- 
bitten. 

The Rotterdam brought them to New 
York, Of course the French line will take 
instant measures to relieve La Champagne.

the seas were high, for five days. 
she was off the Newfoundland 
banks she ran jnto a storm. It was tremen- 
dously foggy too. She was steaming at the

West, through a northeast and heavy sea, 
when her shaft broke. 

* A-iremenduous shock ran through the 
phip... she gquivered from stem to stern. 
Every one abed was badly frieghtened, 

They knew not what had happened; they 
knew net what to expect. The engineer 
Stopped the engines as soon as he could and 
informed Capt. Poirot and his officers of 
the accident. They ran around among the 
passengers, calming them, reassuring them, 
and telling them there was no danger. 

The passengers soon recovered their self- 
possession and the engineer set about re- 
pairing the damage. In an hour the ship 
anchored, All that day and part of the 
next the engineers worked to mend the 
Shaft. They found is was impossible. 

On ths morning of Feb. 18, Capt. Potrot, 
knowing that it was a hundred to one no 
steamer would come his way, decided to 
e6end out a boat to search for one. He or- 
dered Third Officer George Unsworth to 
take command. The captain of a trans- 
atlantic steamer is as autocratic as a czar; 
has life and death in his hand. Capt. Poir- 
ot ordered the third officer to take the men, 
but even he did not care to order the sail- 
He called 
for nine volunteers and these courageous 
fellows presented themselves, most of them 
young, all of them knowing that they were 
risking their lives. 

The lifeboat in which these heroic 10 wery 
to make thelr dangerous voyage was pro- 
visioned for 10 days with bread, coffee, 
much canned goods, water and, of course, 
wine, for these are Frenchmen. 

While these preparations were going for- 
ward @ sharp lookout was kept for a pass- 
ing vessel. But however sharp the look- 
out, it was impossible to penetrate far 
or the fog. The steamer!s gun was 
loaded and made ready to fire in an instant. 
assengers gathered on décKk, watcned 
the lifeboat loweredy watched Unsworth 
and his volunteers descend into it, watched 
the sailors bend to their oars and then 
broke into ringing cheers that expressed at 
once their admiration for the 10 and their 
hope that they would find a steamer. ' 

nsworth raised the sail in his boat and 
headed for the south. In five minutes, so 
dense was the fog, they could not see La 
Champagne. They were alone on the wat- 
ers, but they ploughed along; they were 


cheerful and hopeful either that they would 
encounter a vessel or, next best, that they 
would soon reach land and send a message 
to New York that would hurry aid to the 
helpless Champagne. The weather was bit- 
terly cold, the sea was high, the fog con- 
tinued dense. 

That very afternoon at 6 o’clock the dull 
roar of a steamer’s whistle sounded close by. 
Unsworth and his sailors peered here and 
there, but they could not see her. They 
yelled at the top of their lungs, shouted 
themselves hoarse. All that night it was 
foggy and rainy, but the sea dropped a llttie. 
At daybreak they breakfasted. For four 
days they rowed, rowed, rowed through @ 
strong gale whipped by northerly winds. 

The spray froze on them, but with hands 
benumbed, frozen, they rowed on and on, 
always watchful. They were forced to con- 
<tantly’ bail, too, for the little boat shipped 
much water. 

Midnight of Feb. 21 came and they had 
rowed out of the fog. But 200 yards away 
they.saw a large steamer, her brdliant lights 
shooting silver rays through the night. 
They were delighted; they thought their 
quest was ended; thew thought their hard- 
ships were over. Unsworth burned a flar- 
ing light, another, six of them. He and his 
sailors got on their wearied feet and shouted. 
They were convinced that those on the 
steamer must have seen the lights, even 
must have heard their cries, so close were 
they, but she passed on her westward 
course and disappeared. She was a large 
passenger boat, 

Disappointed, suffering intensely, the 
sailor men took to their oars again. They 
headed for the southwest, the weather 
cleared, but they met strong winds ayd a 
high sea. 

By the afternoon of Feb. 24 they were ex- 
hausted and in a most precarious condition. 
The hands of eight of them were frozen, and 
siz men could not stand,,for their feet were 
frozen, But help came at last in the nick 
of time. That afternoon they sighted the 
Rotterdam, which sailed from Rotterdam on 
Feb. 17, bound to New York. 

The men in the boat first saw the Rot- 
terdam three miles off. They were then 
about 160 miles from Sandy Hook. Once 
‘more hope fired the perishing sailors. With 
their small remaining strength they rowed 
toward the steamer, Unsworth, whose feet 
were frozen, hoisted two French flags, up- 
side down, signals of distress. 

©n the bridge of the Rotterdam stood her 
second officer, Herman Van der Goot. Two 
miles away to the starboard he saw the 
boat, the flags. He passed word to Capt. 
Frederick H. Bonger, who was at luncheon. 
The Captain hurried to the bridge, Through 
his glasses he saw the men in the boat. 

e brave Dutchman at once ordered the 
Rotterdam’s course to be changed and he 
bore down towards the gmall boat, slowed 
down, stopped. 

The Rotterdam’s 342 passengers crowded 
her rail, intently watching while the suf- 
fering sailors slowly and laboriously rowed 
to them. The Rotterdam’s sailors threw 
a rope to the man in the life boat’s bow, 
who caught it and made it fast. Then the 
Dutch sailor dropped a rope ladder over 
the side. It was with the utmost difficulty 
that the Frenchmen managed to climb to 
the deck. Their strength had utterly failed; 
they could not have long survived. 

But on the Rotterdam they were treated 
as only a gallant sailor can treat sailors 
who suffer. Dr. Wheat, the ship’s surgeon, 
dressed their swollen and frozen limbs. 
Passengers and crew vied with each other 
in showing them kindness and care. 

The Rotterdam arrived here this evening. 
Forgetting all he had suffered, the first 
question the brave Unsworth asked was: 
“Any news from La Champagne?” 

He hoped that while he and his men were 
tossed about a steamer had sighted the 
a rope to the man in the life boat’s bow, 
Capt. F. H. Bonger of the Rotterdam 
said: ‘‘The men in the lifeboat were chilled 
and benumbed—in fact, they were In such 
a condition that they could not climb the 
jadder. I sent two men to assist them to 
the Rotterdam’s deck. 

“Their escape was wonderful, and if La 
Champagne’s boat had not been first-class

As was obscurely cabled to the Post-Dispatch last night, one of the Maine’s bot- 
tom plates has been blown from left to right and upward.

The firing battery will 
ignite the fuse if allowed to send a current 
through it. A second battery, too feeble to 
endanger the fuse, is strong enough when 
flowing through the connections to operate 
a relay that automatically switches the fir- 
ing battery. 

This second current is constantly on 
watch. It not only controls the firing cur- 
rent, but operates an electric signal, that 
promptly announces any deteriorations in 
the connections. 

The Maine could not have been blown up 
by a buoyant mine. The exact time when 
the ship was over it could have been deter- 
mined.

Lord Salisbury had from the beginfing of 
the present loan negotiations sought to en- 
courage English bankers to advance the 
money required by China, going so far as 
to even offer the assurances that the Brit- 
ish Government would be responsible for 
the fulfillment of any promises made 
in connection with this loan by China.

a London paper and thus to the Russian 
foreign office. At once the Czar’s repre- 
Sefitative commencéd to bully the weak 
Chinese Government, declaring that if 
China dared to accept an English loan 
yop egg ter by that Government then would 

uSsia henceforth be to China an enemy 
at her gates. is made the Celestials 
rembie, and long cipher dispatciies ticked 
hto the Chinese: Bmbassy. at don say 
ng in substance that though Chiha sorely 
heeded the money, yet such was her'dread

The Chinése Ambassador in London has 
no diseretion aNowed him by his Gévern- 
ment, In fact, China regards all fer diplo- 
matic agents ag weeful only in so far as 
they hand in to the respective foreign of- 
ficés letters sent to them from Pekin. In 
this case, the Chinese Ambassador was em- 
powered to say to Lord Salisbury: 

“Dear Mahdarin Salsbury, I cannot take 
your money, because the Russians are bully- 
ing my Emperor. Let me whisper this. in 
your car, do you to, sir, bully my bl 
peror; then my Emperor will say to Rus- 
sia that he Must make-l in Bagieh, be- 
cause John Btll so st (tiie. 

At this point, h0wever; Salisbury shrank 
back from the safie general motives that 
made Gladstone hand back the Transvaal 
to the Boors. He declined to compete wit 
Russia in any such manner and tinsiste 
that the position of England in China must 
remain based upon moral prestige and not 
upon bribery or violénce.

They calléd in the services of 
the man of.@ll, others most familiar with 
the internal “econo of the country, and 
he it was who discovered that there were 
other sources of revenue besides the mari- 
time customs that could be made profitable 
in the way of guarantee for the sixteen 
m'llion.

The Catholic order of the Sisters of St. 
Joseph, already powerful and well ramified 
in St. Louis, is to be reinforced and ex- 
tended. 

A special cablegram to the Post-Dispatch 


from Liverpool, England, says that 6 young 
women left that port Saturday for Phila- 
delphia, whence they will come to St. Louis 
as oars in the order of St. Joseph. 

They are aboard the steamer Reineland 
of the Red Star Line, and are escorted by 
Sister Mary Paul of St. Louis. 

They are daughters of good families in 
various part of Ireland, educated with a 
view to entering the sisterhood. 

Hach year a representative of the order 
goes abroad to gather recruits. Ireland, 
with its Catholic traditions and opportunt- 
ties for Catholic training, is regarded as 
the best fleld and the Sister in search of 
postulants passes much of her time there, 
selecting promising material from the sem- 
inaries and preparatory schools. A careful 
choice is made, intelligence, education and 
evidences ofea religious vocation being tha 
principal points considered. 

On arriving here the postulants remain a 
year at the mother house, completing their 
studies. Then they take their first vows 
and are detailed at the various branch 
houses of the order, where they. serve. as 
teachers for three years before taking their 
final vows,

DEFENDED THE JEWS. 


Richter Says Their Record in 1870 

Was Creditable. 
BERLIN, Feb. 26.—During the course of 
the debate in the Reichstag on the military 
estimate, the anti-Semites deprecated the 
promotion of Jews as officers and surgeons 
on the ground of their ‘‘unsoldier-like 
spirit.’’ 

Hert Richter vigorously repudiated this.

The assault occurred while the prisoners 
were marching from the mess house to the 
Workhouse quarry. There is a pathway 
about three feet wide winding from the top 
of the big hole. Foraker led the procession 
and was looking over the dizzy precipice 
when he was felled to the ground. Duff 
who was behind him on a-ledge several feef 
higher up, was seen to pick up a huge rock 
and bring it down with force on the head 
of the negro. Foraker would have rolled 
over into the quarry but for a guard, who 
ran up and seized him. 

The other prisoners became riotous and 
wanted t ttack Duffy. The latter tried to 
get away from them and was finally taken 
out of the line, led back to the Workhouse 
and locked in the dungeon. 

Duffy !s serving a %-day sentence for

Lighting Companies. 


DELAY WILL PROVE COSTLY. 


WHILE THE CITY DAWDLED, 
COMPETING COMPANIES HAVE 
BEEN ABSORBED. 


OUTSIDE BIDS IMPOSSIBLE. 


President McMath Has the Informa- 
tion That No Foreign Company 
Could Purchase the Neces- 


sary Equipment. 


The municipal lighting outlook is dark. 
While the Board of Public Improvements, 
the Municipal Assembly and the legal de- 
partment have been playing at cross pur- 
poses, the lighting companies have been 
stacking the cards beautifully. 

They now have things to suit them per- 
fectly. In other words, they have the city 
et their mercy. Local competing compa- 
mies have been absorbed. Foreign compa- 
mies cannot bid for the contract because, 


. @8 President McGrath of the Board of Pub- 


lic Improvements is reliably informed, the 
electrical supply companies will not sell 
equipment to a foreign company. 

When the board began sending ordinances 
to the Assembly two years ago there were 
edx local electric light bidders in sight. 
They were,the St. Louis Electric Light and 
Power Company, the Phenix Gas Com- 
pany, the Edison Illuminating Company of 
Carondelet, the Citizens’ Electric Light and 
Power Com y, the Imperial Electric 
Light Company and the electrical trinity— 
the Edison Electric Light Company, the 
Missouri Electric Light Company and the 
Electric Light, Power and Conduit Com- 

any. The three last named were known 

be one company, with three names. 

All six companies had conduit privileges 
and several of the new ones had been or- 
anized expressly to acquire these privi- 
eges and bid on the city contract. 

‘Niere are now two companies with con- 
duit privileges. They are the Missouri 
Electric Light and Power Company and the 
Laclede Gas Company. President McMath 
believes from information which he has 
that these two companies will be the only 
bidders on the electric light contract, and 
as the kaclede is the only gas company in 
the city, it will be the only bidder for the 
gas contract. 

‘Nhe Laciede Gas Co. does not hold con- 
duit privileges in its own name, but in that 
of the Phenix company, which is simply 
the Laciece company under an assumed 
name. It is believed that the Laclede has 
also absorbed the Edison Illuminating Co, 
of Carondelet and its conduit privileges. 

The Edison and Missouri and the Electric 
light, Power and Conduit companies have 
been reorganized under the name of the 
Missouri Electric’ Light and Power Co. and 
it has raged absorbed the St. Louis Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co. 

That leaves only the Citizens’ and the Im- 
perial, both of which are moribund, 

President McMath believes firmly, from 
what he has been told,«that the General 
Electric Co., which controls the supplies 
of electrical machinery, will not equip an 
outside company if one should come in and 
a gh yp eoueress. 

@ city is. therefore, according to Pres- 
idemt McMath’s experienced reading of the 
signs, at the mercy of the two compantes, 
which now have the municipal contracts. 

The city has been divided into northern 
and southern districts, because the officials 
of the Laclede company said they will not 
bid on the southern part of the city. The 
obiect of this was to get a little competition 
in the northern district at least. 

Wise people at the City Hall prophesy 
though that the two companies may find 
it advantageous to each take half of the 
city and eliminate competition altogether. 

The situation is so bad that President 
McMath says he does not see how further 
delay can meke it any worse. 

The only hope for relief he can see is in 
@ charter amendment, permitting the board 
to ask for alternative bids, which means 
to advertise for bids for lighting by gas or 
electricity, and acceptin the: bi most 
favorable to the city. The effect of that 
would be to produce competition by pitting 
Gas against electricity. 

One of the recommendations in the report 
of the Good Streets Commission, which vis- 
ited Eastern cities recently, was such a 
charter amendment. They had in mind 
Ketting alternative bids on street buliding 
materials, but if adopted the amendmeats 
would also apply to lighting. 

Mr. Kratz, one of the members of the 

silation Committee of the Council 
which is considering the Charter amend- 
ment ordinance, was one of the junketers. 
It is believed that he will see that the alter. 
native bids provision is a part of the good 
atreets amendment.

Indepéndent Saloons Appeal 
to Judge Fliteraft. 


MR. EGGERS REFUSED TO ACT. 


EXCISE COMMISSIONER SAID TO 
HAVE ISSUED LICENSES IN 
AN ILLEGAL MANNER. 


NAMES AND CASES CITED. 


When Saloons Have Failed, Other Men 
Are Placed in Charge Without 
New Papers Being Secured, 

Is the Allegation. 


The Independent Saloonkeepers’ Associa- 
tion ig after the scalp of Excise Commls- 
sioner Charles Higgins. They claim that 
Mr. Higgins has been guilty of flagrant vio- 
lation of the Missouri dramshop law, and 
for the last two weeks Charles Fensky, at- 
torney for the association, has been work- 
ing upon. a plan to protect his associated 
clients and to put a stop to what they de- 
clare is not only a violation of the law, but 
is a potent element in casting opprobrium 
upon their business, 


Commissioner Higgins, the association 
cjaims, is in the habit of winking at the 


}transfer of saloon licenses which are con- 


sidered by law as non-transferable. Mr. 
Fensky has laid the matter before Circuit 
Attorney Eggers and requested his eorope- 
ration in enjoining Commissioner Higgins 
from allowing these violations to continue. 
As will be seen in the following copy of the 
communication which was ‘sent to Mr. Eg- 
gers, Mr. Fensky is fortified with names 
and localities in his endeavor to prove the 
truth of his charges: 

To. Hog. Theodore C. Eggers, Circuit Attorney, 

St. Louls, Mo.:- 

Dear Sir—I\ herewith réspectfully beg leave 
to inform you that sections Nos. 4571, 4572, 
4574 and 4576 of the dtamshop act, chapter 56, 
article 1, Revised Statutes of the State of 
Missouri, pages 1044, 1045 and 1046, are bein 
violated by a number of persons in the city o 
Bt. Louis; that one Herman Mobn_is now selling 
intoxicating liquors at retail and conducting a 
dramshop under a dramshop license issued ac- 
cording to law to one Jobo C. Younkers in a 
building located and known as 2201 South 
Broadway, city of St. Louls; that sald Herman 
Mobn has not at any time taken out a dramshop 
license, as goavige? by law; that the said Her- 
man Mohn as been for somé time and is now 
in violation of law and the sections above quot- 
ed by and with the consent Charles P. 
Higgins, Excise Commissioner of the city of 
St. Louis, conducting a dramshop and gelling 
intoxicating liquors at retail under a license is- 
sued to on? John G. Younkers. All of which can 
be proven by the records of the Excise Commis- 
sioner and one J. J. Phillips and Henry Metz- 
mer. 

I also beg leave to inform you that at the cor- 

ner of Allen and Geyer avenues, and at 
Lafayette avenue and Menard street, parties are 
tondueting dramshops and selling intoxicating 
liquors in violation of law and ip the same man- 
net as is mentioned in the case aforesaid. 

As provided under sections 4555 and 4586 of 
the dramshop act, Revised Statutes, 1889, pa 
1047, I request you, as Circuit Attorney and 
prosecuting officer of the city, to take the 
necessary steps to etop the violations of law as 
above set forth, and that you institute the 
necessary proceedings to enjoin Oharles P, Hig- 
gins, Excise Commissioner, in and for the city 
of St. Louls, from allowing persons to conduct 
dramshops and sell jntoxicating Mquors with- 
out first having secured a license as provided by 
law in the manner and In violation of section 
above quoted, and that you bring civil proceed- 
ings against the said Charles P. Higgins, Ex- 
cise Commissioner aforesaid, to compel him to 
revoke the license under which the above-named 
persons are conducting dramghops in violation 
of law aforesaid at the places mentioned, or 
that you allow me, at your relation, in your 
name, to bring and conduct the necessary. civil 
proceedings against the said Charlies P. Hig- 
gius as such Excise Cothmissioner, for the »pur- 
pose mentioned. Respectfully yonrs, 

“HARLBS FENSKY. 
Mr. FEegeers déclined to take t in such 
proceedings, saying, so Mr. Fensky de- 
clares, that he ‘‘would have nothing to do 
with the matter.’’ Yesterday Mr. Fensky 
sent a letter to Judge Fiitcraft, of which 
the following is a copy: 

Dear Sir—I herewith respectfully transmit 
and inclose to you copy of communications 
which I handed to the Hon. Theodore ©. EKg- 
gers, Circuit Attorney of the City of St. Louis, 
which informed him of the open and flagrant 
violations of the dramshop act of the State of 
Missouri, requesting him to take the neces- 
sary steps to bring the violators of this law 
to justice and also to bring the necessary pro- 
ceedings to enjoin the Excise Commissioner 
from allowing these violations to continue, and 
to bring further necessary civil proceedings te 
compel the Excise Commissioner of the City of 
St. Louis to revoke the licenses under which 
the partiesr mentioned in my communication are 
unlawfully conducting dramshops and selling 
tute the same at his relation, which he re- 
quested further of him that in case he were 
too busy to institute the necessary proceedings 
mentioned aforesaid that he allow me to insti- 
tute the name at his relation, which he re- 
fused ta consent to, and furthermore stated 
that he did not wish to have anything to do 
with the matter. 

Sections 4585 and 4586, Revised Statutes of 
1889, “page 1047, plainly defines the duties of 
prosecuting officers upon receiving information 
of violations of the Sramenee law. 

Under the circumstances of this case I re- 
spectfully call your attefttion to Section 4584 
of the Revised Statutes of 1889, page 1047, 
which requires the judge of the court having 
crinvi nal Jariadietion to especially charge the 
grand jury at each term to investigate viola- 
tions of Article 1, Chapter 508, Revised Sta- 
tutes 1889, pone 1044, 1045, 1046, 1047.  itc- 
spectfully submitted. CHARLES FENSKY. 
“The large brewerles of St. Louis are 

responsible for this state of affairs,”’ said 
Mr. Fensky to a Post-Dispatch reporter yes- 
terday. “They will furnish a saloon for a 
man, pay for his license and put in a stock 
of liquors and cigars for him and let it be 
understood that he is proprietor.

Dwyer has been with the thoroughbreds 
ever since he was a child, having been an 
exercise boy, jocKey, trainer, owner and 
starter. and he loves a racehorse. Back in 
the eariy °70s he worked for John F. Cham- 
berlain in the days when they raced 30 days 
in a vear, five days at each of half a dozen 
tracks, which were many miles apart. R'd- 
ing one ‘horse and leading another, follow- 
ing behind a sulky with the buckets sus- 
pended from the axle and the blankets on 
the seat. was the way they “shipped” in 
those days, when the palate horse car was. 
not even dreamed of. A man who racéd 
horses then loyed the sport.

An Old Organization Revived 
With Oratory. 


CITY POLITICS VENTILATED. 


CHAIRMAN SAM COOK TALKS 
ABOUT THE DEMOCRATIO 
- ALLIES OF 1900. 


BOND GIVES GOV. STONE A RAP. 


Lee Meriwether Taker a Fall Out of 
Street Railroad Corporations— 
Chairman Lee Tells of Dem- 
ocratic Committee’s Plans. 


The “St. Louls Democracy” had a great 
pow-wow at the Lindell Hotel last night. 
All kinds of free silver Democrats were 
invited and representatives of all the wings 
and factions were present, but the crowd 
was not numerically large, comfortably 
filling the ladies’ ordinary. 

President Harris opened the meeting with 
a statement that his organization had been 
revived and was already in preparation for 
mext fall’s campaign. In order to celebrate 
the event a number of speakers had been 
asked to talk to Democrats on the duties 
that were incumbent on them and give as- 
sent to the harmonized party organization 
in St. Louis. 

\ John A. Lee, chairman of the Democratic 


City Committee, was the first speaker. He 
congratulated President Harris on the re- 
vival of the St. Louls Democracy. He said 
it was time to get together, to drop the ad- 
verse criticism of one another and train 
their guns on the enemy. 

“The great Democratic party,” he said, 
‘fia not the enemy of men of wealth, as our 
opponents charge. Those who have warned 
a competency or who conduct a large buel- 
nese, are just as honest, just as good citi- 
zens as those who labor with their hands. 
Democrats have sense. They are not try- 
ing to create classes, but to bring all patri- 

' ots Into harmony.” 

Speaking to his subject of “City Polities,”’ 
Mr. Lee declared he was oppoeed to buss- 
ism in all its phases, but he did believe in 
leadership and organization. 

“Leaders.” he said, ‘“‘should not he bosses, 
but servants, They should look upon them- 
selves as men who have been entrusted with 
duties and responsibilities. I am fortunate 
or unfortunate in belng chairman of the 
City Democratic Executive “ommittee. 
Sometimes I think I am the chambermatd, 
the scullion and the cook of the party in 
this town—a sort of doormat on which 
everybody can wipe their feet. Just now 
T am asked to cook up a pottage that will 
be acceptable to all kinds of Democratic 
stomachs, and to that extent I may be clas- 
elfied as a chef.’’ 

Mr. Lee described the methods of the 
Jocal organization, its duties and its division 
of labor. This he followed with a state- 
ment that, being compelled to do without 
the wealthy men in the party, the mode of 
collecting campaign funds had to be 
changed. “In former times,’’ he said, “‘we 
used to wait until near the close of the 
campaign and then pass around the hat to 
rich Democrats, but we found that this 
class of contributors always demanded 
more of the results than anybody else 
while those who carried the torches an 
banners were too frequently forgotten. Now 
we have recourse to a large number of 
contributors of small means, who are al- 
ready paying into our treasury amounts 
which, altogether, constitute a steady in- 
come to our committee.”’ 

He evidently referred to the contributions 
that are being called in from the metropoli- 
tan police of the city. 

Mr. Lee told how his committee had be- 


power. He traced the growth of the country 
through its first rt gg of Democratic con- 
tro] and contrasted it with the 40 Ag of 
Republican control, showing, as ne said, 
“thai all that is good and great in our na- 
tional development was accomplished under 
Democfatic influence.”’ He described the 
doctrines of the Republican’party as being 
in conflict with the principles on which the 
American Government was founded and 
that after the exigency of the war that 
created the party, it was compelled to fall 
back upon Federalism, which it had con- 
sistenly advocated ever gince, The Chicago 

latform of 1896 was declared the greatest 

ocument since the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, and Bryan the greate#t header since 
Jefferson and Jackson. 

By these easy estagés Mr. Buchanan 
reached at last the silver question, to which 
he gave an elaborate argument, to show 
the foolishness of advocating international 
bimetallism until the nations of the earth 
are compelled by the United States to adopt 
it. His statistics were presented skilfully, 
and met with enthusiastic reception. 

The speaker closed with a few Cuban 
sentiments that aroused the wildest cheers 
and hisses. They gave the audience a 
chance to acclaim its patr‘otism, and it 
took the fullest advantage of It. 

Lee Meriwether was introduced “the 
great reformer of St. Louis.” 

“Municipal gevernment,”’ said Mr. Meri- 
wether, “is merely a matter of business. I 
can understand how men who are making 
23 per cent on public franchises are desirous 
of classing all who oppose them as anarch- 
ists and as unthinking socialists. But I 
still think the common people of this coun- 
ty have the capacity for government with- 
out raising a hand against the honest cap!l- 
talists. The right to use the public streets 
of a great city is a right worth milions. 
The people of Europe learned that long 
ago. Glasgow in 1872 took hold of its street 
railroads and now has a large income from 
them. We give away 300 miles of streets 
for $47,000 a year, when the privilege is 
worth $1,000.000 if it’s worth a cent. It’s 
the half million of people in St. Louis who 
make the streets valuable, and they should 
have a fair return for the use of their 
property.”’ 

From this point he pitched into the street 
railroad corporations and cited their re- 
ports as evidence of their unfair reapin 
of profits upon investments. He alsg pai 
his respects to ‘‘the subsidized press,” and 
arraigned Mayor Ziegenhein’s street im- 
provement scheme gavagely. He appealed 
to every citizen to remember that h 
stockholder in the municipal corporation 
and should attend personally to the public 
business. He deelared himself in favor of 
the municipal ownership of natural monop- 
Ollies,weand said if he had his way the Mayor 
and Assembly would be prohibited by law 
from giving any public franchises te a 
private corporation. 

Sterling P. Bond talked about ‘fhe Duty 
of Democrats.”” He thought they had only 
one duty just now, and’that was “to sgup- 
port the National Administration in its at- 
titude towards Spain.”’ The sentiment was 
received in dead silence, possibly because 
the audience was not quite certain the Na- 
tional Administration had shown any “atti- 
tude’’ on that subject. Mr. Bond felt he 
was on the wrong tack and recovered him- 
self at once by quoting Bryan. Then he 
took a fall out of ex-Gov. Stone by warning 
the Democrats of Missouri to beware of 
treachery to Bryan in this State and pre- 
pare to select ‘fa delegation to the National 
Convention that will stand by the Nebraska 
man all the time and that cannot be run 
out of the convention hall by clubs.’’ He 
closed with another reference to Spain and 
got a round of applause. 

Sam B. Cook, Chairman of the State Dem- 
ocratie Committee, the next speaker, con- 
gratulated the party in St. Louis upen its 
recent effort to harmonize, and pledged the 
support of the State Democracy to any plan 
of organization honestly and fairly adopted. 

“St. Louis to-day,” he said, “is the only 
menace to Democratic success in the State 
even with our allies, the Populists, counte< 
out. But I want to say for you here in St. 
Louis that the Democrats of the State have 
never understood or appreciated the obsta- 
cles you had to encounter, Whertver we 
went in the last campaign in this city we 
met among the business men a dozen yellow 
ehrysanthemums to one free silver badge, 
and it was a difficult thing to achieve suc- 
cess under such conditions. 

“But I want to tell you the battle.of 1900 
will be the battle of 1896 renewed, with this 
difference, that we will not be responsible 
for Clevelandism, and we will have the en- 
emy squarely in front of us.’’ 

Mr. Cook reviewed the last national cam- 
paigen and then said: 

“IT Want, as a member of the Democratic 
organization in this State, every Populist 
and free silver Republican to understand 
that we consider him our friend and our 
ally; that he is not a political mendicant, 
but entitled to walk in at the front door 
and sit down at the Democratic table.”

Miss Mary M. Board Will Pilot an Expedition to the 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ‘YORK, Feb. 2.—Miss Mary M. 
Board, who intends leading a party of col- 
onists to Alaska, states that her first ex- 
pedition will leave to-day, It will consist 


of ten or fifteen men, who will be the ad- 


vance guard to prepare for the main ex- | 


pedition. This will be led by Miss Voard 
in person and will start on March 14. In 
the second party there will be forty, about 
half of whom will be women. Miss oBard 
half of whom will be women. Miss Board 
thinks that a third of her parties will leave 
New York for Alaska about April 10. 

Miss Board is about 40 years old. She 
is the daughter of the late John M. Board, 
who refused the Whig nomination for the 
Presidency in 1855.

CLOSED TO FOREIGNERS, 


German Decree Forbidding Attendance 
at Certain institutions. 


BERLIN, Feb. 26.—A decree was issued by | 
the Government Thursday last forbidding | 
the future attendance of foreigners in the 
machinery and engineering department of 
the Berlin Technical High School and it has 
caused much consternation among the for- 
eign-born students in Germany, as it is be- 


lieved to be the forerunner of others ex- 
cluding them from all similar institutions, 

The Liberal newspapers condemn the de- 
cree and express the belief that other 
countries will retaliate by a similar illiberal 
policy. The Conservative  semi-official 
official press applauds the decree and hopes 
it will be followed by others of a more 
sweeping and general character. 

Inquiries made by the Government educa- 
tional authorities show that Prussia has 
for some time been exchanging views on 
the subject with the other German Govern- 
ments, and the negotiations continue. It is 
impossible to foretell how they will end, 
but a high Government official said: 

‘There is no question but the German 
technological schools and industrial and 
scientific institutions will soon be forced to 
adopt a less liberal policy with foreigners. 
The tricks of trade we have been teaching 
them so long are now being used against 


us to the great injury of our industry. 


— 


This ts especially the case with students of 
such countries as Japan, Russia and East 
Europe; but, also, in a lesser degree, with 
the students of England, America, (\/'rance 
and Belgium. It is the part of wisdom to 
discontinue this wide-open policy. If other 
countries wish to retaliate, well, we shall 
have to stand it.” 

The American university students here 
express ,the opinion that the Government 
will soon issue a decree restricting the at- 
tendance at universities, As over 1000 
Americans are now studying at the Ger- 
man universities, it will hit them hard.

A Hot Contest Will Develop Over the 
Kentucky Force Bill. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., Feb. 26.—The Goebel 
elections (force) bill, was passed by the 
House to-day with three or four votes to 
spare, but only after a six hours’ finish ofa 
three days’ fight, almost unprecedented 
even in Kentucky legislative history. The 
bill will be rushed to the Governor, who can 
keep it ten davs before returning it vetoed. 
It can not reach him until Monday, when 
there will remain but 13 days of the sex- 
sion, leaving onfy three days in which (0 
pass the measure over a veto, and in which 
to put it in effect by the election of com- 
missioners, ete. This can be possibly done 
if enough votes to pass it over a veto can 
be mnustered in both Houses, but the finish 
is so close that the las* days of the session 
promise the livellest fight since the late 
senatorial contest.

“An American Woman’"’ writes be Post-Dispatch asking 
“What have millions in this count that have no homes to 
fight for and thousands that haven’t a place to lay their heads;

Queen as under McKinley and Wall street?’ 

Our correspondent is mistaken. Wall street {s not at all 
anxious to fight, though there may be financiers who see in 
war possibilities for making vast profits. And while it is true 
that injustice is ranfpant and cases of destitution frequent, 
there are yet over twelve million homes worth fighting for.

SWISS RAILROADS. 


The little Swiss Republic has, through the referendum, ap- 
proved of the proposition thatwhe Government shall buy the 
railroads. This will entail a debt of $186,126,257 on the tax- 
payers, a very considerable burden for s0 small a country. 
The amount is $19,300,000 less than the railroads claimed they 
ought to get. 

The future alone will show whether or not the Helvetian 
Republic has taken a wise step in buying the railroads. Rail- 
road ownership in a republic is a comparatively new experi- 
ment. Russia has owned railways for years, but railroads 
owned by a despotic government interest nobody. The inter- 
esting question is whether or not a self-governing people can 
with benefit to themselves own and manage the transportation 
lines. 

It will be interesting to watch the outcome of this expert- 
ment with the view of determining whether or not state own- 
ership of railways under a republican form of government 
actually amounts to state socialism. There are those who 
claim that state ownership and management are a very dif- 
ferent thing from socialism, as it may not in the long run 
benefit the workers to any great extent, but simply prove to 
bean exohange of employers. 

Tt ia recalled that Milton used the word politicaster in the 
game sense that politicastro was used by De Lome, which 
goes to show that it is difficult to find a new thing in poll- 
tics or language. 
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A NECESSITY. 

“Why bother about Cuba? We ought to let it alone,” re 
marks an extreme advocate of the anti-intervention policy. 

There are many reasons why we hother about Cuba. One Is 

* that we cannot help bothering about it. Cuba is at our doors 
and as long as war exists, especially war of the kind waged 
by the Spaniards, Cuba is a thorn in our sides. 

American interests are most seriously damaged by the con- 
tinuance of the Cuban war. American commerce with Cuba 
is destroyed. Americans who are in Cuba are unsafe. Many 
‘Americans have beep killed. ' 

These conditions bave caused constant and increasing fric- 
tion with Spain. The governments are engaged in annoying 
and menacing disputes. These disputes have so fomented 
animosities that the people of the countgies cannot mingle 
without hostile expressions and danger of violence. Amert- 
cans cannot live in gafety tn Cuba mor pass back and for- 

ward without great danger end ppapnrert They have

been warned away from Cuba as ean unsafe place for any 
American, ‘ 

Aside from the case of the Maine the continuation of these 
conditions is intolerable. It is impossible for a nation to tol- 
erate such conditions at her doors, or for two nations to con- 
tinue under such fcredsing friction without drifting into war. 

But there is another reason why millions of Americans 
bother about Cuba, They agree with the sentiment of George 
Washington when he said: 

My sympathetic feelings and my best wishes are trresistibly 
attracted wheresoever In any country I see an oppressed nation 
unfurl the banners of freedom, 

Before the Maine was wrecked the early settlement of the 
Cuban question was imperative. The Maine disaster empha- 
sized the situation and may precipitate a crisis which will 
settle the matter. 

But settled it must be and the only final settlement is the 
freedom of Cuba. That ie decreed. 

That great man, or rather that man with a great name, 
Thomas Jefferson Coolidge, says that Cuba would be “a per- 
fect curse to us.” And yet we have been striving to annex 
Hawaii, with its objectionable population, its saccharine com- 
petition and its lepers. 
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POCKETBOOK PATRIOTS. 


There is no occasion for astonishment in the insistence of 
the Hon. Mark Hanna that there will be no war because there 
is nothing to fight about. 

In the case of Senator Hanna the wish is father to the 
thought. The Senator from Ohio has laid out Many schemes 
of business politics. War would interfere with them. War 
would probably interrupt the profitable activity of his politi. 
cal syndicate and perhaps overthrow some of its plans. 

To men of the Hanna stripe patriotism begins and ends 
with the pocketbook. Honor, justice and humanity, when 
they are not useful names to conjure with, are nuisances.

ATHEN3, Feb. 2.—An unsuccessful at- 
tempt was trace to-day to assassinate King 
Geur-ge of Greece. 

The King was returning from Phalerum 
at 5 o'clock in the evening in a landau, ac- 
companied by the Princess Marie, when 
two men who were hidden in a ditch along 
the read opened fire with guns upon the 
Cccupa:ts cf the cairiage. The first shot 
missed, but the second wounded a footman 
in the arm. The coachman whipped up his 
horses and ths royal party dashed away 
St a gallop. The miscreants fired seven 
snore shots after then, none of which took 
effect and the King and the Princess re- 


turneg to the paiaeec unhurt. 

The King states that one of the assis- 
sins was dressed in gray clothing and he 
declares that he could easily identify him. 
When the second shot whizzed past the 
carriage the King rose and stood in front 
of his daughter in order to shield her. One 
of the horses was slightly wounded. One 
of the men knel: in the middle of the road, 
an asmed straight at the King, who no- 
tid that the man’s hand was. shaking. 
The shot miseed and the King had a clear 
view of this man who, he says, was barely 
20 years old. He continued to fire after 
the carriage untl!! it was out of range, His 
companion did not leave the ditch.

The life of the man has not been re- 
markable, At least it has been no more 
remarkable than the life of a ruler backed 
by all the powers of Europe and occupying 
a throne in one of the most ineignificant 
countries on the continent. George, not- 
withstanding his unpopularity among the 
people of Greece, is an amiable man -per- 
sonally and is much admired among his 
relations for his equanimity of temper and 
his charm of person. It is just such a 
man, who is always weak as a ruler, that 
is never loved by the pe ‘le he rules. His 
son, who is sterner and more exacting, is 
far more popular and his accession to the 
throne has been often discussed during re- 
cent vears.

SHE WEARS THEM HABITUALLY. 


ODD COMPLICATION FOLLOWING 
UPON A MIDNIGHT DIA- 
MOND ROBBERY. 


THE TAX JUDGES AFTER HER. 


She Has a Merry Tilt With Them, but 
Is Finally Defeated by 
a Lawyer. 


BALTIMORE, M4., Feb. 26.—It is prob- 
able that Mrs. Isaac E. Emerson, the cen- 
tral figure of thé local “Great D amond 
Robberv,”’ and her husband, Commander 
Emerson of the Maryland Naval Reserves, 
better known to fame beyond the State as 
the bromo-seltzer manufacturer, will re- 
move to New York and knock for admission 
at the door of the exclusive 7. 

‘Mrs. Emerson's brilliants first came into 
public notice about two months ago when 
John Davis, an efiterprising burglar, who 
hailed from Milwaukee, was caught slid- 
ing down the portico of the Emerson resi- 
dence with a goodly portion of the collec- 
tion in his tnside packet. Last week he 
was sentenced to the penitentiary for 10 


years. 
At the hearifg Mrs, Emerson gave the 
value of the jewels at $25,000. This state- 
enent caught the lynx eye of Judge T. 
Burling Hull, one of the three judges of the 
Appeal Tax Court, and he promptly had 
her summoned to tell why she had not 
mentioned the collection when she handed 
in the list of property for which she is lia- 
ble to taxatiOn under the law. 
Mrs. Emerson appeared before the Appeal 
Tax Court with, her attorney, W. urns 
Trundle, but in her tilts with Judge Hull 
showed that she Was abundantly able to 
take care of herself. 
The law exempts from taxation ‘‘wearing 
apparel of all descriptions, except d'amonds’ 
and o'‘her jewelry not habitually worn on 
the perzon.,’’ 
It is the phrase “habitually worn on the 
person” which was the bone of contention 
between Judge Hull and Mrs. Emerson. 
At the hearing Mrs. Emerson appeared 
bedecked with a choice assortment from her 
collection of brilliants. When asked by 
Judge Hull whether the collectiop was worth 
$25,000, as declafed by her husband, Mrs. 
Emerson replied sharply that she did not 
know: they were gifts from her husband 
and it was not polite to inquire into the 
price of gifts. 
“Do you mean to say that you habitually 
wear all these gems?” asked Judge Hull. 
“T do,”’ calmly responded Mrs. Emerson, 
“But the law says’’—began the Judge. 
“Does the law state how and when and 
where I should wake my jewelry?’ inter- 
rupted Mrs. Emerson. 

“Tt states that gems, ito be exempt, must 
be habitually worn.” 
“T haven’t a piece of jewelry that I do not 
wear; in fact, I have been criticised for wear- 
ing too much. If you wish details I will 
give them to you. These rings I wear con- 
Stantly.”’ holding out her hands and exhib- 
it.ng g#littering masses of brilliants. There 
Were five rings on one hand and three on 
the other, all of «he most costly character. 
One, a magnificent solitaire diamond, was 
examined closely by Chief Judge King. 
Continuing, Mrs. Emerson said: ‘This dia- 
mond at my throat I always wear constant- 
ly, as well as this d‘amond-incrusted watch, 
I always have this lorgnette with me. When- 
ever I appear in evening dress I wear other 
ariicles that I have at home. Not a week 
of my life passes that I do not wear all of 
pmy. jewelry.”

“Well, I have never heard of a woman 
in the habit of wearing $256,000 worth of 
precious stones,’’ remarked Judge Hull. 
“Tl beg your pardon; I know women who 
wear more than that,’ interjected Mra. 
Emerson. 

The question being one of law, none of the 
Judges bein gd Hr it was decided to 
refer it to City Solicitor Elliott. 

The latter after considerable study ren- 
dered a very voluminous opinion, in which, 
after some véry learned sees and saws, he 
concludes as follows: 

“Au IT do not understand that Mrs. Emer- 
son claims that e«hé always wears her dia- 
monds, I think they are liable to taxation 
and do not by any means come within the 
exemption.” 

Mrs. Emerson's jewelry forms one of the 
finest collections of precious stones in the 
city. There is a diamond necklace com- 
osed of 70 large stones, Gach of great bril- 
fliancy and beauty. There is a tiara of dia- 
monde supporting an aigrette clustered with 
diamonds. Next there is a sunburst, which 
Mrs.. &merson always wears at her throat. 
Tt is composed of 40 good-sized stonés and 
is valued at $1000. This, however, looks in- 
significant beside a spray of wild roses pur- 
Chased some months ago. THis consists of 
three roses and a spray of leaves heavily en- 
crusted with diamonds. Another retty 
thing is a gold watch bought tn Paris. It 
is so heavily encrusted with diamonds that 
not a particle of the gold can be seen. The 
watch is also heavily encrusted with dia- 
monds. 

In addition to these, Mre. Emerson is the 
possessor of several diamond rings, soli- 
tnire, double and marqnise; a pair of ear- 
rings of rubles surrounded by pearls, soli- 
taire diamond earrings, a banquet ring com- 
posed of a large blue diamond surrounded 
by emeralds and pearls. which cost, she 
anys, not less than $1000; 
diamond rings: a diamond dagger contain- 
ing 70 diamonds, valued at and a 
lorgnette, valued at $00. The central jewel 
in the lorgnette is a brown diamond, the 
counterpart of which would be hard to find 
in the United States. The latest acquisition 
is a splendid solitaire diamond ring, re- 
cently presented to her by Mr. Emerson to 
itake the place of one that Was atolen.

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DOMESTIC SERVANTS’ CLUB HAS 
HIGH ASPIRATIONS FOR 
THE NEAR FUTURE. 


IT WILL PUBLISH A PAPER. 


Onganization Will Bo Perfected and a 
Constitution Adopted at a Meet- 
ing This Afternoon, 


The newly-formed Domestic Science Club 
wili hold its second meeting this afternoon, 
at 4:30 o'clock, at 1223 North Broadway. A 
constitution and by-laws will be adopted 
and the organization perfected by the ap- 
pointment of standing committees. 

The club is more ambitious in Its scope 
than was at first supposed. Its promoters 
hope to form a national organization and 
indulge a dream of publishing a paper de- 
voted to the interest of domestic servants. 

Miss Il. M. Withreil of the North Broad- 
way Social Settlement Club, who has taken 
an active part in organ:zing the club, said 
yesterday: 


“I must confess I was surprised at the 
preponderance of intell.gent, refined young 
women who attended the initial meeting anu 
when it came to sighing the membership 
roil the great majority were prepared to 
pay toner first month's dues then and there. 
‘tne girs were enthusiastic and each prom- 
ised to bring ohne ur more new members 
tu the next meeting. We started with about 
jo and w.il soon nave Wy. 

“We have the constitution and by-laws 
of a similar ciub of 400 members in New 
York to guide us. We may not adopt it 
as a whou.e, because we have to adapt our- 
selves to conditions, but we wiil conduct 
the ciub along the same general lines, Pri- 
marily, the ooject is for mutual impfove- 
ment and advancement and a fund will be 
established for the aid of members of one 
year’s good stand.ng who are sick or out 
of employment. 

“We expect to give practical instructions 
in cooking and ay branches of housework, 
and besiges we wiil have prominent lec- 
turers here to instruct the members. The 
success of the c.ub will depend upon the 
material it is made of and the support giv- 
en it. The New York Club has been ena- 
bied to keep Wages of competent servanis 
up to $16 a month. Here the average is §12. 

‘The domestic servant as a class has been 
sadly and too long neglected. Almost every 
other class of workers have their organizu- 
tions, but the servant has been regarded as 
a menial, wholly lacking in intelligence and 
ambition. It is time girls were taught to 
regard domestic service rather as a pro- 
fession than a calling any one can fall into 
without study or preparation. When that 
is accomplisied the competent servant can 
hold up her head as high as any one, her 
vocation will not be despised and she can 
command the wages her proficiency and 
reliability entitle her to.’’

(1, The Errors of Ear Doctors. 


S‘xteen years ago, when Doctor Copeland 
first made a specialty of diseases of the ear, 
doctors rélied éntirely on operations and 
forcible dilation of the ear tubes. 
Specialists in America and Europe used 
knife, catheter and air bags. 

They cut out bones in the middle ear. 
They bored holes in the ear drums. 

They drove instruménts through the nose 
into the ear tubes to force or pry them open. 
They forced air through the drums of the 
ears. 

They blew medicines against the walls of 
the throat fin the form of liquid “sprays.” 

No benefit was received from these harsh 
methods. 

Persons only slightly deaf were thus made 
completely deaf. 

Inflammation in the ears was set up, the 
éar drums Were destroyed, abscesses 
formed. 

Lifelong injury and suffering were infiict- 
ed, deafnéss was intensified. 

That was the course then, as it is now, 
of the authorized methods of the schools. 

That was why doctors did not cure Deaf- 


Hk What Is the Ear? 


The ear té mariy people is simply the 
outer appendage attached like a shell to 
each side of the head. ” 

But thie outer appendage is merely a de- 
vice to arrest sound waves and protect the 
ear channel running into the head, into 
which sound is directed. 

The actual ear is a mechanical arrange- 
mént inside the head. 

Two tubés or air passages unite with this 
mechanism. 

ne is from the outer ear, tnto which 
you can insert the tip of your little finger. 

The other is from the upper and back part 
of the throat and is called the tube of 
Kcustachias or Eustachian tube. 

A curtain of living tissue stretched tight- 
ly and called the ear-drums separates these 
two passageways. 

The mechanism consists of the ear-drum, 
the bones connected therewith and the 
nerves that run from the drum to the brain. 

If you stick your fingers in your ears or 
otherwise shut out the free passage of air 
in the outer Ways to the éar-drum, you 
cannot hear. 

If vou choke up ‘the tnmer or Flustachian 
passages to the ears, you cannot hear.

Because there must be am equal alr prea- 
sure on é@ach side of the membranous cur- 
tan or ear drum to make it vibrate and 
thus telegraph sound to the brain along the 
nerve wires. 


\V. Not Mechanics, but Medication 


Thete are two ways of freeing a gas- 
pipe choked with frozen earth. 

One is to run an iron rod through it. 

This makes a #Mmal) channel and allows 
a diminished quantity of gas to flow 
through. 

The other is to pass the vapor of aicoho! 
into the pipe. 

The vapor strikes the frozen earth, 
softens and melts first one bit and then 
another unti] the whole frozen mass crum- 
bles by degrees into a fine powder and the 
pipe is free again. 

hen force is used to free a frozen pipe 
a damaged pipe is the result. 

Where an alcoho! vapor is used to free a 
pipe no damage is done. 

it is the eame with deafness. 

When force is used to open the closed 
ear channels, damage ts done. ‘ 

What follows? 

Intense pain. 

Inflammation. 

Earache. 

Abscesses. 

Permanent tnjury. 

Where medicated vapor is used ne harm 
results. 

By its use the obstruction is removed a 
littie at a time until it is all abserbed or 
carried away. 

The diseased surfaces are healed, 

Perfect hearing follows. 


V. The Causes of Deafness. 


Deafness, xcept in those fate cases 
wherein it is due to accident, is caused by 
disease affecting the throat. 

Pharyngitis, Laryngitis, tis, Tonsil- 
itis, Bronchitis and all the diseases 
affecting the Membrane of the throat may

VI. Noises in the Head. 


If you have grasped the subject so far @ 
word will explain head noises. 
Noises tn the head are the forerunner of 
deafness. 
Before you noticed that you were getting 
hard of hearing you were annoyed by head 
nolses. 
They sounded like: 
Low breathing. 
Escaping g£a3. 
Insects s'nging. 
The murmur of a brook. 
The waves of the sea, 
Niagara Falls. 
Steam whistles. 
Ringing of bells. 
Loud talking 
Ripping and hissing. 
Loud explosions. © 
Rombs and rockets. 
Cannon firing. 
When the Eustachian tubes begin to biock 
up, air ta imprisoned between the closure 
of the alr passage and the ear drum. 
The movement of this alr either through 
the obstruction or between the obstruction 
and the drum causes these noises. 
Why are they so loud? 
Go into a cavern: block up the entrance 
behind you: shont loudly. 
The ehout deafens you with fta force. 
The entire cavern echoes and re-echoes. 
It comes back to you multiplied and con- 
fused in a mass of discordant sounds. 
This is what occurs in the Eustachian 
tubes when disease forms an obstruction in 
them. 

Head noises either indicate a condi. 
tion of impaired hearing or that the 
hearing is going to fail. 

Their disappearance indicates the 
passing away of the condition that 
caused the Deafness. 

Whenever the treatment has gained 
an influence over head noises, it is a 
certain sign that restoration of hear- 


ing will soon take place. 


VII. The Time It Takes to Cure. 


Every case of deafness caused by ds- 
ease in the Bustachian tubes can be cured 
by the Copeland treatment.

SPANISH SHIPS WOULD BE SENT. 


Navy Department’s- System of Transmitting 
Secret Orders to Commanders 


in Distant Places. 


HE State Department has demon- 
a. strated the great importance of naval 
and diplomatic cipher codes used in 
communicating with our naval vessels and 
diplomatic representatives in foreign coun- 
tries. This article will show exactly how 
Uncle Sam would go ‘to work to send an 
order by cipher code to Admiral Sicard, 
commanding the American fleet now sta- 
tioned at the Dry Tortugas, in the event of 


last name. “Secnav”™ fs not a cipher word, 
but is eimply the cable eddress of the head 
of the Navy Department in the United 
States. 

Admiral Sicard, having received the mes- 
sage, calls his cipher clerk, who translates 
it with the utmost oare, reading it back- 
ward from the three strange words to its 
corresponding numerals, then verifies the 
result, and in an hour’s time the fleet is 
under way.

The plan in a nutshell is this: For the 
words of a message it is desired to send 
certain corresponding numerals are substt- 
tuted, and these in turn stand for queer- 
Jooking words, which speak volumes to an 
official who understands the code, but are 
worse than Greek to any one else. This 
cipher language is very complete, and fills 
two thick volumes, The State Department 
has a set and each Admiral ‘another, and 
he keeps it enclosed inva water-tight cop- 
per case, In this oe we course, the nu- 
merals and words used in the cipher are 
mot the ones used by the Government, but 
they illustrate the principle of the code. 

For example, it is desired to send the 
following message.to Admiral Sicard atthe - 
Dry Tortugas: “Proceed without delay to 
Havana.” 

We now refer to the accompanying table. 
Wnder the index letter “P’’ the entire 
phrase “Proceed witout delay to” is found, 
Corresponding to it is 'the numeral! 10,003. We 
next turn to the geographical division of 
the code, where a page is found with cer. 
tain numerals standing for certain foreign 
ports. 

We find that Havana is represented by 
the numerals 90003. So that we now have 
two numerals—10003 and 90068. The next 
step is to choose a key word by which these 
mnuenbers are arbitrarily divided into two 
periods each. These key words are selected 
from a list in the first volume of the code 
and indicate simply whether ‘the numerals 


are to be separated between the first and 
second figures, the second and third, the 


third and fourth, or the fourth and fifth. 
There are several key words corresponding 
to each of these divisions, co that it ts not 
always necessary to use the fame word. 

Let us suppose that the key word “poten- 
tate” ia chosen, which represents that e di- 
vision between the first and second figures 
of ‘the numerals is to be made, thus; 1.0003 
and 9.0003. 

We now turn to the second volume of 
the code, a portion of which appears in the 
table. 

Take the first numeral, 10008 and find the 
left-hand figure or period, 1, in the first, or 
index, column; then follow the line across 
the page unti)] ‘the column is reached at the 
head of which stands the right-hand pe- 
riod of the numeral 0003.

é¢ INCE the relations between the 

S United States and Spain have be- 

come strained many persons have 

asked me to explain the method by which 

the American Government communicates 
with its Minister at Madrid. 

‘All communications are prepared in the 
office of the Secretary of State and two 
methods are employed in sending them— 
letter and cablegram. 

“Those of an ordinary nature are sent by 
letter. They pass through the usual course 
of mafl and are deliveted to Minister Wood- 
ford by the Spanish mall service, without 
being shown any preference over the let- 
ters of private citizens. 

“The instructions which are sent by 
cablegram are always written in cipher, for 
they are invariably of an extraordinary and 


highly important character. 

“When Minister Woodford received his 
commission to represent this Government 
at the court of Spain he aleo was given @ 
cipher system, which was prepared ¢ 
ly for him by the Secretary of State, te 
be used in the interchage of communica- 
tions. Each cipher differs from the othera, 
It is used in letters, when there is reason 
to belleve that a communication may be 
tampered with by an enemy. By referring 
to this, he easily can read the cipher in- 
structions that are cabled to him from 
Washington. This cipner key is absolutely 
confidential and is known only to the Min- 
ister and the officials of the State Depart. 
ment. It consists of either letters or fig- 
ures, which may mean words or sete 
tences."’

Commercially it is a city of castes. The 
Spaniards take precedence. Their’s te the 
exclusive ownership of the great manufac. 
turing and jobbing houses which make the 
city powerful in the world of trade, 

Next in the scale come the Germanda 
They form a majority of the population 
of 200,000, but their numbers are upevailing 
against the barrier of caste, 

They cannot hold Government or munt- 
cipal positions. Their place tn the business 
life of Havana is well defined. .There ie no 
place for them in manufacturing or jobbding 
pursuits, but they have a clear Geld in the 
eommission business, which they have built 
up to enormous proportions, } 

“The few Americans in Havana are either 
plantation owners, commercial egents, tour 
ists or health seekers. 

The Englishmen are brokers 2 Spanish 
bonds. 

Those of the Cubans who do not ow, 
sugar plantations on the island are de 
barred from proprietary interest in bustie 
ness houses and in those operated by Spane 
jards are not even admitted as employes, 

But they have their place. The better 
class of Cubans monopolize the professions, 
With few exceptions the doctors, lawyers 
and musicians of Havana are Cubans. The 
poorer natives are employed tn the cigar 
and cigarette factories. 

Even the Cuban laborer works but eight 
hours a day and geta from $1.00 to $7. 

The town has a frontage of three miles 
on Havana Bay and a depth of nearly 10 
miles. Between the Bay and the ruins of 
the ancient walls lies “Old Havana,” so 
ealled to distinguish it from the more mod- 
ern portion of the cfty, which comprires 
half tts area outside the site of the wall. 

Here thé buildings are low and the streets 
extremely narrow. It is the business sec- 
tion. Fronting the bay are unimportant 
commission and wholesale grocery houses, 

Further back are the retail establigh- 
ments which, like the larger houses, are. 
in the hands of the Spaniards. 

In this quarter also are the Government 
buildings, the pale: cosa of the Captain-Gene- 
eral, the Governor-General, the Mayor and 
the archbishop of Havana and the resi- 
dences of ancient Cuban famibes, rich only 
in their lineage. 

Cuban residences always excite the wone- 
derment of foreigners. Exteriorly they are 
plain; usually square and never more then 
two stories high. Most of them are buflt 
of heavy timbers, with an outside coating 
of “staff,” or plaster. 

Directly opposite the city frown the guns 
of the famous El Moro Castie, which is 
flanked on the north by another strong fort, 
Castillo de la Cabana. West of the harbor 
entrance, facing El Moro, te Castillo de ia 
Punta. 

At the head, or western arm of the bay, 
is the fortress Santo Domingo and getill 
further west, Castillo del Principe.

In the middle of the long gunshop is a 
deep square, called the shrinking pit. It 
is picturesque. There is a platform in it in 
which is fixed the tube foundation of the 
gun. A new platform is to be built and 
workmen are excavating the pit to make it 
even deeper to accommodate the big I16- 
inch gun when {its turn comes, 

In the corner of the pit is a furnace. 

When all is ready the foundation is low- 
ered into the pit and set up on end in the 
little sunken platform. 


The top of the big furnace is taken off 
and the hoop revealed, glowing, dazzling, 
torturingly hot, a suggestion of inferno. 

Then the biggest shaw crane, which gets 
its power from a band, travels up the 
aerial railroad track until it is directly 
over the furnace. 

‘When all is ready the block drops and is 
knocked into an arrangement of wire cable 
placed about the hoop to lift it by. 

The engineer from his tiny hanging gal- 
lery watches for the signals to travel with

affliction, | 

It ways early morning when I reached the 
home of Mr. Nathan Henry Chamberlin, 
where Helen is now living. 

There was deep snow everywhere. Great 
drifts lay e@bout the house and the family 
were evidently unwilling prisoners. Helen 
‘was in her own room at her lessons with 
her teacher and friend, Miss Annie Sulli- 
van. lI entered a bright, sunshiny room and 
Baw a young .girl of 17, though looking 
younger, at work upon a typewriter. Her 
Sweet, serious face bent over her task, 
while her white hands flew with wonderful 
lightness and dexterity over the keys. In 
@n instant she looked up. Nobody had 
communicated with her in any way, but 
she knew that a getranger was present. 
Miss Sullivan explained that Helen's sense 
of feeling is so acute that she is aware of 
the different vibrations of air and sound 
and knows when any one is near her.

I begged that she would go on with her 
usual day’s routine, which she at once pro. 
ceeded to de, 

‘Helen was but 18 months old,” said Miss 
Sullivan, ‘“‘when she had an illness which 
deprived her of sight, hearing and speech. 
Until she was 7 no effort was made to 
teach her anything, but the child's won- 
derful mind asserted itself very early in 
her life, and she showed unusual] intelli- 
gence from the beginning.” 

While Miss Sullivan conversed with me 
Helen went on with her work, adjusting the 
paper in her typewriter with skill and pa- 
tlence. 

“Yes, Helen is W,’’ said Miss Sullivan. 
“She was born June 27, 188. Her father 
was Capt. A. H. Keller, United States Mar- 
shal of the North District of Alabama, and 
her home is at Tuscumbia, Ala. Last year 
her father died, and it was a great grief 
to Helen. Her people are not well off, but 
kind friends are arranging a fund so. that 
the little girl may pursue her studies and 
be spared future want.’’ 

‘Tell me,’ I asked, “how did Helen ever 
learn to communicate with the world, not 
to speak of obtaining an education which I 
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Helen and Miss Sullivan, Her Famous Teacher, Playing Chess. 
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understand is quite equal to that of other 
girls of her age?’ 

“Well,” said Miss Sullivan, “at 7 she was 
sent to the Perkins Home for the Blind 
in South Boston. Here she learned to read 
by the Braille system of raised jettering 
and received the usual education of chil- 
dren who have all their faculties. The work 
was, of course, extremely difficult both for 
Helen and her teachers, as all ideas had 
to be communicated to her by the sensé 
of touch, but the extraordinary intelligence 
of the child smoothed all obstacles, and 
soon a perfect system of communication 
with the outer world was established. 


“It was there that I first met Helen, and 
I have been with her ever since.” 

‘When Helen learned,’ continued Miss 
Sullivan, “that deaf mutes were often 
taught to speak she became greatly excited, 
and did not rest until she had made an 
effort in that direction herself. Here, of 
course, she was at a disadyantage in not 
being able to see the position of the mouth 
when uttering the syllables. This she over- 
came by placing her fingers on the throat 
and lips of the speaker and imitating the 
action of the muscleés. 

“As in everything else she undertook, shé 
was successful, and in one year had a voca- 
bulary of over 1,500 words. The average 
number of words learned in that time by 
persons who see and hear is from 1,200 to 
1,400. 

“Now Helen has a vocabulary of over 3,000 
words, and is striving desperately to modu- 
late her voice.”’ 

It all sounded like a fairy tale to me, but 
more wonderful things were yet to come. 

“Helen was very anxious to have a col- 
legiate education,’”’ continued Miss Sullivan, 
showing by her animated face that she was 
speaking of the subject lying nearest her 
hear’. 

“In the fall of 189% we went to Cambridge 
and Helen entered the preparatory school, 
of which Arthur Gilman, M. A., is the prin- 
cipal. 

“Here for the first time she associated 
only with seeing and hearing persons. She 
seemed to enjoy the experience, however, 
and became, if possible, more keenly alert 
and receptive than ever. 

“Helen was well prepared in English 
studies and French, and had already taken 
a half year’s course in Latin. In German 
she was well advanced. 

“She took the prelimimary examinations 
and passed with honors in English and Ger- 
man. Mr..Gilman superintended her work 
and she progressed rapidly, 

“A few months ago, however, we thought 
best to take her away from Cambridge and 
bring her to this quiet country place, where 
she is pursuing her studies as usual,”’ 

“Ig Helen’s health good?” I asked, “Does 
she stand the advanced work without in- 
jury physically?” Miss Sullivan smiled. 


“Took at her,” she said simply. No other . 


answer was necessary. The girl appeared 
certainly in robust health. 

Helen Keller’s hands are perhaps her 
most wonderful feature. They are beauti- 
fully shaped, of fine, delicate texture, and 
snow-white. The palms are like rose leaves 
and the fingers taper to delicate tips, So 
much for their appearance. In character 
they seem to have brains. Nothing so quick 
and light and graceful] can be imagined, Her 
hands feel and question and understand. 
They seem to embody al) the senses in them- 
selves. 

“You are instructing Helen at present?’ 
I asked Miss Sullivan. 

“O, yes,’’ she replied, “‘except in Greek. 
A teacher from Boston comes out twice a 
week to help me tn that study.” 

“Greek?” I echoed, almost disbelieving 
my ears. 

“Certainly,”’ replied Miss Sullivan, “she 
is at work at Greek exercises now. The 
typewriter which you see is for Greek only. 
It wag made expressly for Helen, and I be- 
lieve is the only one in existence.” 

“WUl you not write a Greek sentence 
for the Post-Dispatch?’’I asked, laying her 
finger tips on my lips, so that she would 
understand the question. 

“Certainly,” she replied, 

Just @ moment she considered, then 
pressed the keys firmly and quickly. Once 
she hesitated an instant.

“We have a beautiful country and are 
thankful to the gods.” 

As I read it Helen looked up in my face 
with a roguish sm le. 

“You must not think from that sentence 
that I am irreligious,”’ she said, “I wrote 
it in a Hellenic spirit.”’ 

“We usually take a little exercise about 
this time,” said Miss Sullivan. “Helen is 
fond of being out of doors and goes out in 
all kinds of weather. She is learning to 
skate. Just now, of course, it ls tmposs!i- 
ble to walk or skate on account of the 
drifts, but I will bundle her up and let her 
play in the snow a bit.” 

Helen threw down her books and jumped 
up to be made ready for her frolic like a 
child released from school. While she was 
getting ready I amused myself by looking 
at the books and’pictures in the room. A 
large bookcase was filled with Helen’s fa- 
vorite works. The volumes were large and 
the letters were raised according to the 
Braille system. 

She was now ready for her outing and we 
sallied forth. Once in the snow and Helen 
became a veritable child. She laughed 
gleefully and, gathering large handfuls, 
tried to snowball her companions. In some 
unexplained way—I suppose by vibrations— 
Helen seemed to be aware of our where- 
abouts, and often succeded in hitting the 
person she aimed for. What the result 
would have been had we changed our posi- 
tions frequently, I cannot say, but the al- 
most superhuman instinct of the girl 
seemed equal to any emergency. 

When tired of the sport we went in the 
house and Helen seated herself for a game 
of chegs with Miss Sullivan. They hal 
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mot been playing the game very long, and 
Heien was alive and eager for all the infor- 
mation that she could gather. Her little 
hands and feet were constantly in motion, 
aand every nerve seemed to quiver with 


receptivity. 

Helen arranged her own men and soon

Within a short time Helen was able to 
checkmate her opponent’s queen. Her face 
was flushed with interest and a light of in- 
telligence. It seemed to glow with ea hidden 
radiance, just as the rays of light will 
stream at night from the windows of «a 
house. 

Joyousness is perhaps Helen Keller's 
chief characteristic. She is of a cheerful 
disposition and seems to radiate happiness 
from every line of her being. 

I turned to go. Helen picked up a volume 
of Oliver Wendell Holmes’ poems and eet- 
tled herself comfortably in her favorite 
easy-chalr. 

At the door I paused and looked back. 
My little friend was deeply engrossed in 
her book. Her fingertips glided swiftly an@ 
lightly over the raised characters and her 
lips softly repeated the words aloud.

OOD morning! Let us see how you sing. I 
(3 really mean ‘“‘see’’ as well as hear, for to do 
one is almost as importast as the other. 
Have you ever watched a singer making the 
Most unpleasant facial contortions while emitting 
the tone? 
volce be strong, sweet and clear. 
A g00d voice is, of course, a most important qual- 
ity for a singer, but it is not the only one. 


People listen not alone to the @one, but to the 


sentiment expressed, It is impossible to ging sym- 
pathetically without feeling the emotion and how 
is it possible to feel tenderness, for example, when 
the face and body are strained in tense positions, 
expressive of nothing so much as physical dis- 
comfort? 

Granting even that the ainger is in sympathy 
with her sohg, unless she has the power of con- 
trolling her muscles so that they will also work 
in harmony and express to the beholder the same 
sentiment as that to which he is Istening, then 
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That is not good singing, even if the 


the work is unsatisfactory and the performance 
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most gatisfactory form of presenting a literary 
work.

NDOSCOPE YOUR — 


Marvelous Improvement on the Stethoscope Enables Scientists 
to Follow the Operations of Internal Organs Accurately. 


studying the condition of the internal 
organs of the human body, is de- 


clared by physicians to be a tremendous 
advance on the old stethoscope. 

The phonendoscope conveys to the phy- 
Sician the sounds made by the internal or- 
gans, thus telling him whether they are 
healthy or not. 

By its aid he can not only ascertain thé 
pondition of an organ, but trace its shape. 
It has been discovered with the phonendo- 
scope that the stomach asumes a different 
form when filled with different kinds of 
food and drink. 

The rapidity with which various kinds 
of food and drink are digested can also be 
studied accurately with the .phonedoscope. 
The instrument is the invention of Drs. 
Bianchi and Bazzi of France. 

The instrument consists of a stem of 
metal ending in a flat button of ebonite. 
This stem receives the vibrations and trans- 
mits them to a first disk of ebonite, strong 
enough not to yield to the pressure of the 
stem when it is applied to the body. 

The first disk is in contact with a sec- 
ond, also of ebonite, but much thinner and 
vibrating easily. This thin disk is inclosed 
in a case of metal of the’thickness of a 
heavy watch. Between the disk and this 
mass of metal is an air chamber. The noise 


T« phonendoscope, an instrument for 


produced by the disk is condensed by the. 


metal walls of this chamber and carried to 
the orifice of exit, which passes through 
the metallic mass and is divided into two 
openings, in Which are fixed the hearing 
tubes. ‘ 

Let us suppose now that a physician 
wishes to examine the heart. He selects a 
point on the chest, where the heart -is in 
direct contact with the thoracic wall, This 
selection is important, for if some organ, 
@ part of the lungs for instance, should be 
interposed between the heart and the wall, 
the instrument would not receive the vi- 
brations produced by the heart alone. 
These -would be ‘interrupted in a great 
measure by the lungs. 


Use of the Instrument. 


He places the button of the stem on the 
point selected, he holds this perpendicularly 
against the thoracic wall and presses on the 
6kin with it. With, the second finger of the 
right hand remaining free, he presses the 
skin toward the organ to be examined, and 
rubs with the end of his finger. The organ 
underneath begins to vibrate. These vibra- 
tions which the ear would not receive, are 
transmitted to the phonendoscepe, which 
condenses and enlarges them and sends 
an intense noise into the acoustic tubes. 

The interposition of another organ dim- 
inishes the intensity of the noises without 
extingishing them. Thus if a portion of 
the luags ccrjes bccween the heart and the 
finger, the latter still causes the heart to 
vibrate through the lungs. Every organ 
which possesses direct contact with the ex- 
ternal envelope of the body, if only at one 
spot, will furnish its indications on the 
skin in this manner. In this way one can 
draw the outlines of an organ by means of 
a colored pencil. 

Another advantage of the phonendoscope 
is that it can be heard by many persons at 
the same time,*a great advantage in clin- 
ical instruction. With the phonendoscope 
one can hear the organs live and move. 
All our organs, in fact, are in a state of 
perpetual movement. Their position dif- 
fers acording as_the person is upright, 
lying down or in any other position. In 
order to obtain comparative results pho- 
nendoscope examinations are usually prac- 
ticed on a person standing upright. 

In order to illustrate the great practical 

usefulness of this invention details are 
given here of the results of examinations 
of the stomach under various conditions, 


An Error of Anatomists. 


Up to now the treatises on anatomy have 
ascribed to the stomach the form which it 
possesses in the corpse, This is largely 
erroneous. It was impossible to outline it 
or the living person. Percussion was es- 

‘pecially powerless to trace the lower part 
of this organ when full of food. 

Now by means of the phonendoscope It !s 
learned that the stomach is much larger in 
a vertical direction than the anatomists 
thought it to be..It stretches much farther 
fn this direction when it receives food. 

Let us suppose that a man drinks a glass 
of water. It was formerly believed that 
this water did not stay in the stomach. 
There existed, it was said, a special] bundle 
or fascia of muscular fibers (called by 
French scientists the cravat of Suisse) the 
contraction of which caused the liqyfd to 
pass directly from the esophagus into the 
intestines. This is quite wrong, the cravat 
of Suisse no longer exists, the phonende- 
scope proves that the stomach holds liquids 
like solid foods. 

In order to empty itself, the stomach 
rises and becomes larger crosswise. The 
level of the liquid rises until it reaches the 
pyloric orifice. The liquid then empties 
itself in an intermittent fashion, as the bot- 
tom of the stomach rises. It is distressing 
and unhealthy to have the stomach too long 
-and too heavily loaded with liquids or solids, 

By means of the phonendoscope, Drs. 
Bianchi and Conte have studied the same 

~ gtomach—First, when empty; second, at the 
moment of receiving 18 ounces of liquid, and 
third, two hours after receiving this, 


Influence of Water. 


When the empty stomach received 18 
eunces of water its lower part was elongated 
like a sack, and assumed a vertical diame- 
ter. Two hours afterward, the stomach was 
partly empty, and hadéresumed almost its 
frst form, 

When a éimilar quantity of seltzer water 

_ ‘Was put into the stomach the effect was en- 
tirely different. The organ was dilated and 
the epace filled by the gas was still larger 
than that filled by the liquid. It required far

more time to empty, and two hours after- 
ward it still contained a large quantity of 
liquid. 

Beer produced an even greater dilatation. 
The enormous‘stomachs of those who drink 
large quantities of beer have often been ob- 
served. 

Nutritive liquids, such as milk and choco- 
late, were disposed of very rapidly, Two 
hours afterward the stomgch was smaller 
and contained but a slight quantity of 
liquids. 

Wine was also disposed of quite quickly. 
This is because the stomach contracts when 
irritated by alcohol. This rapid contraction 
explains the revival of the appetite under 
the influence of alcoholic drinks. On the 
other hand, drinks which give off a large 
quantity of gas appease hunger by dilating 
the etomach. Soup soothes the pangs of 
hunger and seems to nourish, but the lack 
of solid food soon brings back the sensation 
of hunger. 

Warm and aromatic beverages are the 
ones which the stomach digests most easily. 
In this class are included coffee and tea. 
Two hours after drinking each of these the 
stomach of the man experimented on was 
contracted and contained only a small quan- 
tity of the liquid. . 

The conclusions of the doctors concerning 
drink may be summed up as follows: 

Drink ordinary water. 


Aerated Water Is Bad. 


Do nof injure your stomach with aerated 
liquids They have usurped their reputa- 
tion of being digestive beverages. They are 
only so in certain cases of disease, of which 
a physician only can judge. 

It must not be supposed that all dilatation 
or enlargement of the stomach is undesir- 
able. It is a natural function during eating. 
Excessive dilatation and retention of food 
are Doth injurious. At first they cause a 
feeling of oppression, and eventually those 
acute pains associated with acute indiges- 
tion, A person with a weak stomach needs 
food that he can digest quickly. 

The digestibility of many kinds of food 
has been etudied by means of the phonen- 
doscopo. The results largely confirm facts 
already known, but they give added weight 
to them. 

Of the different kinds of meats, venison 
that has been well kept is, in its season, 
perhaps the most digestible. A meal of 
brotied venison steak was completely di- 
gested and removed from the stomach in 
an hour and a half, a shorter time than 
‘was required by eny other meat. ‘ 

Mutton, of @ proper age, that has hung 
for a sufficient length of time, is scarcely 


inferior in digestibility to venison. Beef 
ranks next to mutton. Lamb end veal are 
less digestible than mutton or beef, and 
veal is less readily digested than lamb. 

Of all the meats in ordinary use, pork is 
the most refractory to the gastric juices. 
Contraary to what holds with regard to 
beef and mutton, the sucking pig is more 
digestible than pork. The fat of meats 
generally and all variety of fatty matters 
are difficult of assimilation. 


Fats Should Be Salted. 


All fats form an exception to the fact 
that meat is rendered more indigestible by 
salting. They have little water to lose and 
their texture cannot consequently become 
consolidated. Fat pork is even rendered 
more digestible by salting. One man di- 
gested recently salted pork when raw or 
broiled in from three to three and one- 
quarter hours. The same article fried oc- 
cupied him four and one-half hours for its 
reduction, while fresh pork, fat and lean, 
roasted, requires five and one-fourth hours. 
On the other hand, boiled fresh beef, with 
a little salt, was digested in two and three- 
fourths hours, while cold salted beef re- 
quired four and one-fourth hours when 
dressed In the same manner. 

Fish is a digestible variety of food. The 
dry white sorts, cod, haddock, bass, etc., 
are the most digestible; while the richer 
kinds, salmons, shad, mackerel, eels, etc., 
are.less apt to agree with the stomach. A 
man digested boiled or fried salmon trout 
in one and one-half hours, bolled dried cod 
in two hours, fried catfish in 8 hours and 
20 minutes and boiled pickled salmon in four 
hours, 


Boil Your Milk. 


Milk, the only food during the earlier 
months of infancy, contains from 12 to 13 
per cent of solid matter, about one-half of 
what is contained in flesh. It is poorer in 
nitrogenous and richer in carbonaceous 
food. Its ash furnishes but 0.47 per cent 
of iron, while those of flesh and wheat 
yield 1 per cent. It is not digested as 
quickly as would be supposed, and in this 
respect boiled has the advan of un- 
boiled. One requiréd two hou he other 
2%, to convert into chyme. 

Vegetables were found to be digestible in 
Proportion to their tenderness and the 
readiness with which they can be broken 
up into pulp. The potato is one of the 
most valuable of the nutritious vegetables. 
The doctors found that potatoes roasted 
and baked were disposed of more rapidly 
than when boiled. The former took Zig 
hours to be converted into chyme, the lat- 
ter an hour longer.

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HEADACHES, 


How Sufferers Can Avoid and Cure 
Them, 


By the Sunday Post-Dispatch Doctor. 


HERE are several kinds of headaches. 
In the great majority of cases the 
pain is due to what doctors call 
functional derangement, by which is meant 
the imperfect working of certain orgs of 
the body, stomach, eye, kidneys, etc. Not 
having a sufficient amount of red corpuscles 
in the blood—lips pale and the skin having 
a waxy look—which trouble ts called ane- 
mia, comes in this class, since the blood is 
properly ‘an organ; also, the various forms 
cf blood poisoning. so 
It must be remembered that blood poison- 
ing may be of a very mild, as well as of 
a dangerous type. Taking too much medil- 
cine, breathing impure air, not keeping the 
skin clean and its pores free of the waste 
matter that clogs them, all produce mild 
forms of blood poisoning, and often severe 
forms of headache. The other cause of 
headaches, which is a very raré one, how- 
ever, is diseased tissue within the skull it- 
self. The pain from this cause is usually 
constant. Though from time to time it may 
vary in intensity, the patient is seldom en- 
tirely free from it. Headaches from other 
causes frequently last a long time, but 
they come and go, and have not the steady 
character which points to diseased brain 
tissue, such as tumor and abscess, and to 
inflammation of the membranes covering 


the brain—meningitis. 

Medicine is a mixed up sort of an affair. 
If you have a headache of this kind it may 
be due to this cause, but may not, At any 
rate, if you have it, lose no time in con- 
sulting a good doctor. 

By other symptoms, for instance, if the 
retina of the eye shows inflammation, he 
can make sure whether the cause be or- 
ganic disease. The most important thing in 
the treatment of anything is to know the 


cause. It would be absurd to treat a head- 
ache caused by abscess of the brain in the 
same way as one caused by eating too much 
mince pie. Better by far have no treatment 
at all than bad treatment. 

To give an example, and a very common 
example, of bad treatment: A person has 
headache for years, goes to a doctor, per- 
haps for years, is filled with all sorts of 
drugs and combinations of drugs, the stom- 
ach is kept constantly upset, digestion per- 
haps ruined, the headaches persist—pos- 
sibly giow worse—a new doctor is tried, 
who gives no medicine at all, which is bet- 
ter, but the headaches get no better, quacks 
are tried, the varying advice of a hundred 
and one different friends is tried—still no 
improvement, Finally the person consults 
a physician who, beside knowning a thing 
or two, has common sense. He says, per- 
haps, you need glasses, and !t turns out you 
do. After wearing proper ones, prescribed 
by a good oculist, the headaches grow 
gradually better, and at last disappear. 
And this might just as well have happened 
at the beginning, and all that suffering of 
year3, rot to speak of money, wasted in 
doctoring, have been spared. This is not 
an overdrawn case. In fact, it has occurred 
so often thai the first thing many physi- 
clans say upon meeting a patient who has 
had stubborn attacks of headaches, is: “Get 
your eyes examined.” It might be well to 
do it in any event, on the principle that 
an ounce of prevention is worth a pound of 
cure: but here also it must be remembered 
that even when one needs them it ts better 
to wear no glasses at all than to wear 
those which are not the exactly proper 
ones. 

In treating headaches, therefore (as in 
everything else when possible) remove the 
cause, If the cause cannot be determind 
do nothing, except through food, exercise, 
bathing. etc., improve the general health, 
As may be seen, in order fo discover the 
cause as well as to properly treat it, a 
physician who known a thing or two and 
at the same time has common sense is 
necessary. The ordinary person could 
never make the fine distinctions which are 
sometimes so important. In the great ma- 
jority of ordinary, every day headaches, 
nearly anyone can make a shrewd guess, 
particularly if he, or she, should have re- 
cently indulged in say ice cream and 
mackerel, Headaches of this class and of 
some others may be prevented. Prevent 
them. Cleanliness, which means a warm 
bath at least twice a week—plain, whole- 
some food, plenty of fresh air in one’s liv- 
ing apartments, and enough exercise each 
day in the fresh air outside to slightly tire 
one, is good preventive treatment for any- 
thing, headaches included. 

Other advice than this it Is hardly wise 
to give, except that very severe pain is 
often relieved by applying cloths wrung 
out in water as hot as can be borne. 

There is an interesting class of cases 
which may be called head-discomfort rather 
than headache. Persons afflicted are those 
who are habitually gloomy and those whose 
brains are overworked, although occasion- 
ally the peculiar sensations occur in com- 
bination with the ordinary downright ache 
which afflicts others. The sensations are 
variously described. Frequently there is a 
sense of pressure, a3 if the top or sides of 
the skull were being forced in. Sometimes 
there is a feeling of expansion, as if the 
tov of the skull were being lifted. A very 
ommon sensation is a crackling feeling 
within the skull, as though something had 
broken. followed often by a curious sense 
of emptiness and lightness. These sensa- 
tions are always aggravated by the per- 
son’s thinking of them. The treatment, 
therefore. would be to try not to think of 
them, and to tone up the nervous system.

"years ago, Dr. Schmidt has been experi- 


menting with it and has had occasion to use 
it frequently in his practice, 

After having taken a photograph with the 
X-ray he observed that a part of the outer 
skin would peel off of his hands, and that 
numerous small cracks would appear in 
his finger nails. 

For a long time these facts puzzled him. 
Then the idea struck him that the intensity 
of the light killed the epidermis, and that, 
if the hand were exposed to the light long 
enough the skin, and perhaps, the flesh, 
would be destroyed entirely. 

The question then arose: If the X-ray 
will destroy healthy skin, why will it not 
destroy that which ig unhealthy? 

Dr. Schmidt determined to experiment. 

The next occasion he had to treat a 
person afflicted in this manner he obtained 
his permission to test the efficacy of the 
X-ray. 

He prepared a rubber plate (lead may 
also be used) and placed it in a position to 
cover all the parts not afflicted. 

Then he placed the X-ray machine in 
readiness, only a foot away, and set it in 
operation, 

The powerful light was reflected from the 
platinum plate within the tube and re- 
flected with full force on the afflicted epi- 
dermis, 

It is held in this position from 10 to 20 
minutes, according to the degree of the 
affection. 

After the first application Dr. Schmidt 
says a radical change is apparent. 

The operation is repeated until the pa- 
tient is cured, 

Dr. Schmidt asserts that the most viru- 
lent case of skin disease can be cured by 
this simple operation, wholly external, 
without other treatment. 

On the day following his first experiment 
in this line, several weeks ago, the doctor 
noticed that his hair commenced to fall out.

Reasoning from his former experience 
with his hand, he concluded thet this loss 
of hirsute adornment was Iikewise due to 
the effects of the powerful X-ray.

Startling Figures From the Records of the St. Louis Asylum With 
Deductions by Health Commissioner Starkloff, ~ 
Doctors Runge and Sutter. 


the city Insane Asylum of 8t. Louis 

during last year, sixty-elght were of 
the occupation officially designated as ‘‘do- 
mestic service.”’ 

But why should their number in.the in- 
sane asylum be so disproportionate to those 
of other occupations? The list shows 1 
clerk, 1 factory hand, 1 music teacher, 1 
saleswoman, 2 seamstresses, 1 tobacco stem- 
mer, 6 with no occupation, 22 unknown and 
68 servants. It is fair to presume that even 
of the unknown at least one-half were from 
the servant girl ranks. 

It has been popularly supposed that the 
woman of the house, not “the hired girl,” 
was on the verge of insanity, but the sor- 
rowful facts appear to be quite the reverse, 

What scientific reason is there for the 
panic of dementia among this valued army 
of workers?

“Socially they are always under the keen 
and critical eye of their employers, and 
naturally grow melancholy from lack of 
association. Long hours of work and no 
relief from duty when the hours are sup- 
posed to have ended aggravate their condi- 
tion, so that they are ill-prepared for any 
shock or disturbance of the routine of their 
lives. Isolation develops abnormally the 
spirit of brooding, and it is not far fr 
thence to the dementia melancholia whic 
finally attacks so many of them. 


“It may be true that the proportion of 
domestic servants to all other occupations 
represented in the City Insane Asylum 
holds good to a large extent in the com- 
bined figures of all the asylums of the 
State, I merely say the matter had not be- 
fore been brought to my attention. It Is 
worthy of consideration from a scientific 
standpoint.” 

Nearly all the insane of the City Asylum 
pass through the City Hospital, where they 
are either first held for observation or else 
examined and forwarded at once. 

Dr. Otro Sutter, superintendent of the 
City Hospital, has, therefore, constant ex- 
perience with the Insane, particularly with 
that class which goes to free institutions. 

“T had not noticed,” he said, “the pre- 
ponderance of domestic servants in the last 
report of the City Asylum, but it is precise- 
ly what may have been expected.

The route would be shorter, and 
more transfer business would be done by wagons than by cars, 
as is now the case, It is known that manufacturers on this side 
frequently have to walt @ hours for goods after being notufied 
of their arrival in East St. Louls. 

The public has fumed fretted and fuesed, but there has been no 
relief. With the new bridge teams will bring the merchandise

Stop and investigate the 
family circumstances of the first nagging 
woman that you meet, and there is every 
chance that you will come away filled with 
pity for the woman and indignation for the 
conditions which have contributed to her 
disease. 

For a disease it undoubtedly ifs, this nag- 
ging that husbands shriekingly complain 
of, that playwrights and stage people car- 
icature and novelists greedily seize,as ma- 
terial for “‘domestic tragedies.’’ Nagging 
is a form of hysteria, and one of the most 
uncomfortable forms for all concerned. But 
because it fs an illness a pellet will not 
cure it, nor a week in the country, bene- 
ficiai as this may be, nor a doctor’s con- 
sultation. The cure must be accomplished 
by going to the bottom of things. 

There is, as it would be useless to deny, 
a variety of nagging that springs from 
“pure cussedness.”” There is no good of 
going below the surface here, and to the 
husband who is distracted by the compan- 
ionship of his domesticated hyena, my ad- 
vice would be “If you are good-tempered, 
take the garden hose, if you are bad-tem- 
pered, take the ax.’’ You will have my sym- 
pathy in either case, 

One of the most familiar types of nagging 
women is the New England housewife. Her 
face is sharp and ‘her voice sharper, and 
her faculty of making people uncomfortable 
the sharpest of all. But when you remem- 
ber that she is up by 5 in the morning, 
that she spends the long day in drudgery, 
and that she lives her, cold, expressionless 
life without any sympathy or encourage, 
ment, you wonder that there are not more 
of ‘ther in the insane asylums, and you will 
ask g@hy she contents herself with nagging 
as @ form of relief. She has to start with, 
no more and no stronger nerves than any 
other woman. How, then, should she be 
able to endure the strain 100 times as great 
as that to which the ordinary woman is 
subjected? 

In a home where drudgery is not the 
secret of domestic nagging the difficulty 
may nearly always be traced to a lack of 
understanding and an absence of tact. For 
instance, a nervous woman who has a de- 
liberate, unresponsive husband is likely to 
ask of ‘him some slight service which ought 
to be performed on the spot. The baby 
cannot wait half a day for his medicine, 
nor is a week soon enough for the cur- 
tains to be put up.” But the husband feels 


‘§Inelined to finish his book first or to dis- 


member his bicycle and put it together 
again. He is perfectly willing to do the 
other things, but his masculine pleasure 
must be awaited. But the tired wife asks 
him if he has done her bidding, and re- 
peats the question till she succeeds in arous- 
ing his attention and piercing even his 
thick skin, Then he asks her why she 


nags 60. 

To a wife thus situated I would suggest 
a maxim whose force each new experience 
serves but to confirm: “If you want a 
thing well done, do it yourself.” If 1 were 
in that wife’s place I should very likely 
choose a time when my husband and chil- 
dren were enjoying some of their abundant 
leisure on the various couches and easy 
chairs that the house afforded, and then I 
should ostensibly produce the curtains, the 
step-ladder, the hammer and all the other 
necessary paraphernalia and begin to look 
business-like. They would first ask ques- 
tions, then offer suggestions, and then 
take the whole affair out of my 
hands. Yet if I should deiiberately ask their 


assistance the curtains would He untouched. 
So that if you do not actually do every- 
thing yourself, act as though you meant to, 
Work is contagious, and example counts 
for more than nagging, however much 
provocation there may be for the latter. 
Or there may be that other Imposaible 
combination, a well-poleed, somewhat easy- 
going wife, and a fldgety husband, who 
tears ail over the hotise when he cannot 
find the right collar, who is aiways upset- 
ting the domestic machinery, always doing 
the wrong thing and never by any chance 
remembering the right one. lie haa «0 
many nerves and exercises so much fric- 
tion that everybody elise haa to atand 
around in the corners and hold their 
breath. Of course the wife says unpieas- 
ant things. Then the husband files into a 
fury at the “naggieg.’ There is no con- 
ceivable remedy here but tect—quantities 
of it; there never ie efough. If the wife 
who suffers previous to the nagging, or 
the husband who euffers after it, would 
think over the situation, and decide not 
to see domestic unpleasantness nor to hear 
domestic discords, but to remain, as far 
as poasible, independent of the other, there 
would be the beginning, at least, of a more 
trangull atmosphere. In a famliy where 
every member ia happily independent of the 
other there is sure to be little friction and 
leas nagging.

STIMULATE INVESTMENT 
IN ST. LOUIS. 


NEW BUILDINGS GOING UP. 


Many Fine Office Buildings, Factories 
and Residences in Course 
of Erection. 


‘An increased interest is being shown in 
6t. Louis real estate since the war scare 
set in and agents are busy answering in- 
quiries. This condition {ts logical, as ar- 
gued by well posted meén. 

All commercial securities, such as stocks 
and bonds, are off in price, and the declara- 
tion of war would send them off further. 
They therefore ‘become poor security for 
investment. On the contrary, real estate, 
and particularly in an inland city such as 
St. Louis, will retain its value in spite of 
every condition that may arise, and it Is 
@ security that cannot be destroyed 
the conditions of war. 

Another notable condition is the positive 
boom that is going on in building circles. 
New business thhouses, institutions, church- 
es and residences are going up or are to 
be built in all parts of the city. Among 
these may be mentioned: 

‘A handsome eight-story office building is 
to be built at the corner of Broadway and 
Locust street by the Kennett heirs. This 
is the corner on which the Mermod-Jac- 
ecard Jewelry Co. were located and which 
was burned to-the ground several week's 
ago: The Mermod-Jaccard Co. will take 
the lower floor and some other space on 
@ long lease in the new building. The 
building will ‘be eight stories high, built of 
red brick with white terra cotta and stone 
trimmings.

IS COMING OUT. 


BEARS. ARE

Supply in Sight So Plentiful That 
Even a War Scare Causes 
No Worry. 


The bearish conditions which have existed 


in the grain markets for some time have | 
 ceipts, 


finally proved too much for the manipulat- 
ors, and during the past week there has 
been a heavy decline. *‘ Considerable long 
wheat came out, both here and at Chicago, 
and for the first time since the beginning of 
the December deal, there are signs of an 
organized bear movement. 

Trading has been extremely light, as sell- 


ers were cautions and buyers not anxious. 
Crop news from all parts of the winter 
wheat belt is encouraging, and the extreme- 
‘ly favorable outlook is beginning to have 
|a depressing effect upon prices. The Mberal 
receipts at primary points, and the poor 
| milling demand, are also strong bearish 
factors but traders realize that March is 
the criticai month for winter wheat and 
ayo HOt ncl.ned to be in @ hurry to sell. 

Exports ure growing smaller, but are still 
above the average at this time of the year, 
and the world’s visible supply of wheat is 
decreasing slowly. Receipts in the North- 
west are running somewhat lighter, but 
are considerably heavier than they were 
a year ago. Local receipts are much 
heavier than they were a year ago and the 
cash demand is slow. 

Corn and oats have suffered to some ex- 
tent in sympathy with wheat, but the de- 
ciine has not been so marked, as the cash 
demand for both of these cereals continues 
good and receipts are not heavy. 

The flour market shows no signs of im- 
provement, although the offerings are 
lighter. Prices show no improvement and 
there is little demand either at home or 
from abroad. 

The output of flour from the mills of 


was only 32,500 barrels, as compared with 


50,200 barrels for the corresponding week 
last year. 


The steady improvement in the agricul- 
tural condition in Europe and the brilliant 
prospects for the growing crop are begin- 
ning to have more effect upon the markét 
as the season advances, and foreigners are 
daily becoming more indifferent in regard to 
offers from this side. The crops in the Uni- 
| ted Kingdom are in almost perfect condition 
and French winter wheat is in such fine 
shape that experts are already predicting 
that the yield ‘will be between 75,000,000 and 
100,000,000 bushels more than the crop of 
1897.: From Russia there has not come a 
single ‘bad report of late, and the continued 
heavy shipments of wheat from that coun- 
try long after it was predicted that sup- 
plies would be exhausted is convincing proof 
that the conditions in that country are much 
above the average. News from India is 
much more favorable, as the drouth has 
been broken and the crop is now said to 
be practically out of danger. The crop 


heavy shipments may be expected

Holland, Belgium and Germany report the 
wheat crop In better condition than it has 
been at this season for a number of years, 
and from Turkey and Asia Minor all reports 
are equally as good and state that the 
average is large and condition promising. 
Egypt also expects to have a bountiful wheat 
crop, and never before have reports, at this 
— of the year, been so universally prom- 
sing. 


The trading is rapidly being transferred 
from the May to the July option, and the 
market in the former has become exceed- 
ingly narrow. Operators have become con- 
vinced that the Leiter crowd are able to 
manipulate May wheat att their pleasure, and 
are not disposed to either place themselves 
in a position to be squeezed or to help to 
bear some one else’s burden, so with the 
present narrow market there is little pros- 
pect of a squeeze in May wheat. 

It is claimed that Leiter is shipping large 
quantities of wheat to Europe, but there 
is no evidence to show that 


no anxiety im regard to future supplies, as 
they are buying little wheat. 

That the foreigners do not need our wheat 
badly is shown conclusively by the fact 
that in the face of a possible war between 
this country and Spain, prices both in 
England and on the Continent have de- 
clined, whereas if our wheat was really 
‘needed, the natural result of such a war 
scare, and the possibilities of supplies from 
America being cut off, should have caused 
an advance of at least 10 per cent in prices 


the danger to our export trade, in case of 
'a war with Spain, would naturally tend 
'to depress prices im this country. Hold- 
(ers would prefer to sell their wheat at home 
| for much less than to take the risk of ex- 
| porting it. 

| To those who claim that there will not

National issues 
have been included in the fight In a man- 
ner hitherto unknown in municipal politics, 
until gg has become a square battle between 
the Lnionists and Liberals, under the titles 
of ‘“‘Moderates’’ and ‘“Progressives.’’ Both 
sides have been attempting to draw an 
analogy between the opposition’s aims and 
those of Tammany Hall, parading Tam- 
many as an awful example of the corrup- 
tion which may be expected in London when 
the ofher fellow gets in power.

Gangs of roughs have been hired to break 
up meetings and hundreds of disreputablea 
are being brought into London from else- 
where to impersonate voters who are at 
present at sea or otherwise Itncapacitated 
from voting in person. 

The campaign is not lacking In amusing 
incidents. John Burns, the labor leader, 
in a recent speech, referred to the peeresses 
who have been canvassing in the Batten- 
sea district as “Scented Delilahs.”’ 

On Tuesday, after a hard day's canvass, 
Lady Denbigh dropped into the London 
County Council tearoom to get a cup of tea.

TO FEAR THE EFFECT OF POS-

GOVERNMENT BONDS DECLINE. 


The Fall in Price Is Likely Due to the 


* Apprehension of War and 
the Issue of New Se- 
curities.

NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—The stock market 


this morning again enjoyed its support of 
fairly extensive buying for foreign account 
and the sentimentally helpful influence de- 
rived from the general advices In American 
stocks in the London market. The an- 
nouncement that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission had suspended the long and 
short haul clause of the law on passenger 
traffic to all points where American rail- 
roads compete with the Canadian Pacific 
was also an encouraging circumstance, and 
the actual news from Havana and Wash- 
ington was no more disturbing than it was 
earlier in the week. 

Chiefly in response to these matters the 
first prices showed slight gains from yester- 


day’s close, though there were several ex- 
ceptions to the general tendency, and the 
tone of trade still reflected no little specu- 
lative uncertainty and indecision. The gen- 
eral expectations are that the showing to 
be made by the associated banks in their 
weekly statement of averages induced some 
short selling. The closing up of traders 
contracts on both sides of the account was 
a natural feature of the market in the cir- 
cumstances, and this created many appear- 
ances of irregularity. 

The net loss in cash as shown in the 
bank statement which was compiled on the 
basis of five bysiness days amounted to 
$5,066,000. The deposits, however, decreased 
$9,346,000, hence the loss in surplus reserves 
was only $2,739,000. The decrease in depos- 
its reflected imperfectly a decrease in loans 
of $5.036.000 in addition to the loss in cash 
noted. The change in the former item was 
doubtless due certainly to the extensive 
liquidation of securities this week and last. 
The banks reported a gain in the _ specie 
item of $2,352,000, which shows that the 
money movement is not altogether away 
from New York.. On the other hand the de- 
crease in legal tender holdings amounted to 
$9,346,000. The banks now hold $22,99,000 in 
excesg of the lawful requirements. 

The stock market as this week discounted 
at excessive rates the chances that this 
country will become involved in hostilities 
with Spain. 

It is, of course, a fact that the several re- 
cent occurrences in the Spanish-Cuban af- 
fair took place at a time when the stock 
market was in a technically weak condi- 
tion. That is to say, there had been a very 
great advance in prices and a very ex- 
tended speculation in securities. The retro- 
spect was gratifying and the financial out- 
look was encouraging. The ease of money 
and the general brightness of the situation 
had encouraged anit to a great extent justi- 
fied expectations of higher prices. 

Investors were not buying Metropolitan 
at 171 and Standard Oil at 445, but they 
were being taken by specu.ators who were 
willing to chance a further rise. The rise 
once checked, it was inevitable that this 
speculative purchased stock would be of- 
fered for sale, hemce the 40 points decline 
in the one and the 96 points Joss in the 
other. These were conspicuous examples 
of a common state of things. The rapid 
decline in these stocks does not mean that 
any specific disaster to the fortunes of the 
constituent companies was threatened, but 
reflected only the weakness of their specu- 
lative holders. Indeed, as might be ex- 
pected, the more serious losses in the stock 
list this week have been in those cases 
where the speculation has been most. un- 
reasoning. A study of the price change in 
the meantime shows that even in the col- 
lapse of Thursday many stocks held won- 
derfully steady relatively and that day, 
considered as a market panic, was note- 
worthy in that, while the speculative rank 
and file lost their theads entirely, there 
was throughout the day intelligent and dis- 
criminating support accorded to meritorious 
securities. There has seldom heen, in short, 
a more localized and technical panic than 
on Thursday. 

An interesting feature of the week’s mar- 
ket was the continuous and heavy pur- 
chase of stocks for foreign account. The 
week's purchases will easily aggregate over 
200,000 shares, and they were conducted also 
at a time when international monetary con- 
ditions were not favorable to such opera- 
tio It is evident that London and Con.- 
tinental speculators do not take the view 
that the present tension with Spain will 
result in hostilities, or else they see noth- 
ing in euch an issue to warrant the sacri- 
fice of American securities. The effect of 
these purchases upon the foreign exchange 
market was to force importations of gold 
from both London and Paris, notwithstand- 
ing the elaborate official machinery that has 
been devised to avert a disturbance of the 
balance between the markets, 

It will be interesting to observe the atti- 
tude of foreign operators next wéeek, when 
the money markets abroad will doubtless 
give some reflections of the withdrawWals 
of gold for. shipment here. The trade 
balance is still largely in favor of this 
country, and the gold leaving’ Europe to- 
day represents only a small part of the 
bills of exchange carried in New York for 
which a settlement could be demanded. A 
further maintained advance in money rates 
will force these bills forward, in which case 
more gold nrust be imported, unless Europe 
chooses to settle in securities. 

The foreign speculative position at this 
time is not dissimilar to that taken during 
the panic of 1886, and the two would seem 
to show that there is more confidence in 
thie country abroad than at home. 

Another feature of the week was the 
further decline in Government bonds, which 
have lost about 4% points since the disaster 
to the Maine. Their weakness is no doubt 
to be ascribed to the current apprehension 
of war which might involve further tssues 
of Government securities. The money mer- 
ket is slightly higher than last week. Its 
future rests to such an extent upon} the 
settlement of the pending diplomatic je 
ation that it is idle to consider its probable 
course fn the meantime. There will be 
more definite information in this respect 
probably within another week. The country
